That the Trust Got Lands for | 
Third Less Than Government | 


Paid--Wickersham Attacked 
for Date on His Opinion. 


Washington, May 21.—An arraign- 
ment of the administration's sale of 
the Philippine friar lands and of the 
activities of the so-called “sugar 
trust” in that archipelago was made 
in the house today by Mr. Oovington, 
of Maryland. 

He said everybody knew that the 
Rockefellers controlled the Standard 
Oil Company and the oil fields, and 
that the Havemeyers controlled Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Company, which 
he denounced as “crooked,” with a 
“cunning criminality umequaled in the 
eountry.” He charges that the govern- 
ment sold the “magnificent estate of 
60,000 acres of San Jose estate, on the 
famous opinion of the attorney gen- 
eral, at a price one-third less than the 
_ government paid at the time the lands 
were taken over from the friars.” 

He referred to the activity in the 
gale of the firm of Strong & Cadwalia- 
der, of New York, of which Henry W. 
Taft, the president’s brother, is a 
member. 

“Henry W. Taft was a member of 
that firm at the time,” interjected Mr. 
Martin, of Colorado. 

“Yes,” answered Mr. Covington, “and 
ft was under this counselship that the 
suger trust destroyed and wrecked 
that independent concern, the Pennsyl- 
vania Sugar Refining Company.” 

Mr. Covington stamped the “sugar 
trust” methods as insidiously corrupt, 
and its dominating factors “desperate- 
ly criminal.” He referred to what he 
described as thirteen days’ discrepancy 
in the date of the attorney general's 
opinion and the beginning of work of 
representatives of the sugar trust in 
advance of that opinion, under which 
the sale of lands was permitted. He 
said it was evident the sugar trust 
would not Bave begun operations in 
advance of the opinion as it did unless 
it had iron-clad assurance it would 
“get the goods.” 

Mr. McKinlay, of California, replied, 
saying it was a remarkable proposi- 
tion to say the sugar company would 
go 6,000 miles to get such lands.

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HEROIC BRONZE STATUE OF THE LATE SAMUEL SPENCER 


UNVEILED WITH APPROPRIATE EXERCISES AT THE TERMINAL 
—— : . 
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Scenes at the unveiling, yesterday, of the monument to Samuel Spencer, late president of the Southern Railway. On the right the monu- 
ment covered with the veiling; on the left the monument unveiled. 


Attended by one of the largest gath- 
erings ever assembled on a similar oo- 
casion, and attesting the high esteem 
in which he was held during his nota- 
ble career, the heroic bronze statue 
of Samuel Spencer, first president of 
the Southern railway, who was killed 
in a wreck in North Carolina several 
months ago, was unveiled with appro- 
priate exercises at 2 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. 

The plaza of the Terminal station, 
on which the monument was erected, 
was packed with officials of the tre- 
mendous railway system which Mr. 


Spencer did so much to establish, the 
employees of the road who knew and 
loved him and with hundreds of citi- 


gens of Atlanta who were glad to pay 


tribute to his memory by their pres- 
ence on that occasion. 
Work of Daniel French. 

The statue, which shows Mr. Spen- 
cer in a sitting posture, rests upon a 
pedestal of Tennessee marble, facing 
the great passenger terminal, in the 
construction of which he took such 
great interest and pride. It is the 
work of Daniel Chester French, the fa- 
mous American sculptor, and is said 
to be one of his masterpieces. It was 
presented to the city of Atlanta and 
the state of Georgia as the gift of 
30,000 employees of the Southern rail- 
way system. ° 

The cords which held the veil over 
the monument were unloosed by Mr. 
Spencer's 4-year-old granddaughter, 
Violet Spencer, the daughter of his 
son, Henry B. Spencer. 

The monument was accepted on the 
part of the state by Governor Joseph 
M. Brown and on the part of the city 


by Mayor Robert F. Maddox, both of: 


whom delivered touching addresses 
concerning the great work which Mr. 
Spencer did for the south in building 
up one of the greatest arteries of trads 
in this section of the country. 

The exercises were opened with 
prayer by Rev. Cleland Kinloch Nel- 
son, bishop of Georgia, after which J. 
W. Connelly, of Washington, chairman 
of the general committee of employees 
which raised the funds for the monu- 
ment, delivered a few remarks intro- 
ducing J. S. B. Thompson, assistant 
to President W. W; Finley, as the pre- 
siding officer. 

In introducing Mr. Thompson, Mr. 
Connelly told of the movement among 
the employees to raise the fund for 
the monument and the enthusiastic and 
personal interest which all of them 
took in the accomplishing the success 
of the movement. 

Mr. Thompson, on behalf of the em- 
ployees of the system, thanked Mr. 
Connelly and the members of the com- 
mittee for their faithful and efficient 
work. 

President Finley Speaks. 

Mr. ‘Thompson then introduced Pres- 
ident W. W. Finley, of the Southern 
railway, who, on behalf of the em- 
ployees of the system, presented the 
monument to the state of Georgia and 
the city of Atlanta. 

In part President Finley said: 

“This monument testifies not only 
to the high esteem in which President 
agg 0 was held by his associates, 
ut also to the loyalty of the band of 
employees which he organized, and 
which his genius directed in building 
up and operating one of the greatest 
railway systems in the south. It sym- 
bolizes the ideal relation between the 
manager of a railway system and 
those who serve under him, each one 
in his particular sphere giving to the 

roperty the best service of which he 
s capable and cooperating with fellow 
employees to secure the best general 
results. The management of the com- 
pany appreciates at its full worth the 
spirit of cooperative loyaity that per- 
vades our organization and makes it 
one that any man might be proud to 
lead. 

“Mr. Spencer was essentially an or- 
ganizer and a builder. His highest am- 
bition was the development of the 
Southern railway into a more efficient 
transportation system, thus making it 
a still more important factor in the 
upbutldtng and prosperity of the south. 
It was to this problem that Mr. Spen- 
cer was constantly devoting the best 
energies of his constructive mind and 
as we, his successors, carry forward the 
great work he had planned, I believe 
that the people of the south will 
recognize, even more fully than they 
do today, the inestimable value to our 
entire section of the crowning work 
of his life.”’ 

Governer Accepts Monument. 

In accepting the monument on be- 
half of the state, Governor Brown 
deciared that the state of Georgia is 
proud to do honor to men of the mental! 
caliber and high moral standard of 
Samuel Spencer. 

“The most enduring monument he 
can have,” said he, “is in»the hearts 
of the people who appreciate the great 
work he did in materially assisting in 
the development of this great section 
of our country, by establishing one of 
the most essential factors to develop- 
ment in any eountry—a mighty railroad 
system.” 

Accepting the monument on behalf 
of the city of Atlanta, Mayor Robert 
F. Maddox, told of the early life of 
Mr. Spencer as a Georgia boy and of 
the great love he bore his native 
state, when as 6&6 man and the head of 
a great corporation, he was in posi- 
tion te assist it in its development. 

“Mr. Spencer was one of the most 
accuraté* of men,” said Mayor Mad- 
dox. “In the study of any subject 
which interested him, whether his- 
torical, esthetic, or business, he went 
to the bottom, and when he spoke. it 
was ‘ex-cathedra.’” He was distinguish- 
ed for a justness of mental vision and 
decision rarely possessed by men con- 


Chicago, ; cerned with such a diversity of large 


questions. He was one of those men 
who sought to And the just path, and 
having found it, he weilked straight 


forward. There were times when he 
lamented to his nearest friends about 
the bitter attacks against some of his 


‘railroad policies, but he always said 


that the time would come when the 
southern people would understand him. 

“As mayor of this city, and speak- 
ing for all of our citizens, 1 accept 
this monument to the late Samuel 
Spencer, and assure the donors, each 
and all, that Atlanta will always be 
proud of it, and we hope that the city 
will prove ever worthy of their choics 
Its location in the heart of the south 
in the capital city of the state in which 
he was born, facing the splendid Term- 
inal Station, which he builded, is ideal. 

“I trust it will sit upon this beauti- 
ful plaza for indefinite years, to in- 
spire every young Georgian who sees 
it, to achieve something for himself 
and his fellow-men. I sincerely 
that this city, this section, and 
road which Mr. Spencer served so well, 
may continue to grow in influence and 
in strength, to the glory of God and 
the nation.’’ 

Address of Judge Humphrey. 

The principal address at the unveil- 
ing of the monument was delivered by 
Judge Alex P. Humphrey, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., general counsel at that city 
for the Southern Railway Company. 
Judge Humphrey’s long and intimate 
association with Mr. Spencer, dating 
from their student days at the Unil- 
versity of Virginia, made it peculiarly 
fitting for him to speak on this sub- 
ject. Judge Humphrey said, in part: 

“Samuel Spencer was not only a 
man of thought, of imagination and 
of action; he was a man of speech— 
timely and sympathetic speech. Born 
in the old order he grew up and was 


a leader in the new. It is only the 
present generation that has known an 
industrial south. It is the men of hfs 
time that have created and fostered 
this change: an absolutely necessary 
one, if the south was to continue to 
hold a place of influence in the na- 
tional life. So long as there existed 
here a distinct system of labor there 
@lso existed a distinct system of lelis- 
ure. [ do not mean by letsure, idleness, 
but freedom from toll and money- 
getting. 

“We are always to remember that 
although Samuel Spencer was a leader 
}and a guide in the new order he was 
born in the old. No man entirely gets 
away from his ancestors. So that 
there was ever present with him a de- 
gree of sentiment, of emotion, of as- 
piration, the spiritual unsatisfied by 
the practical, which gave character to 
the old order. There also belonged to 
him a spirit of independence and of 
individualism which struggled hard 
against the contrary force so marked 
in the day of his greatest activity. 
Tacitus declares that an unhappy 
period in the life of a state when 
there are many laws. We may inter- 
pret this that as offenses multiply so 
must increase the ‘thou-snalt-nots’ of 
the law. But this is not the meaning 
of Tacitus. It is that the state has be- 
come prone more and mofe to inter- 
fere with, guide, govern and prescribe 
the life and activities of the individual 
man. 

“In the last twenty years our trans- 
portation lines have been especially 
selected for this profusion of govern- 
ment. Subject as they are to a dual 
control, the states are exhorted to use 
their full power, under the threat that 
any unused portion will be added to 
and employed by federal enactment. 

“Against this tendency Samué! Spen- 
cer put forth all his opposing strength. 
He did not, I repeat, object to any 
regulation which secured equality and 
justice; but he insisted that what the 
public was entitled to have the public 
was bound to give; and especially he 
showed that while the older sections 
might endure these attacks yet they 
made absolutely unsafe the struggling 
commercial life of the new.”

FAMOUS WOMAN LAWYER 
PAYS VISIT TO ATLANTA 


Mra. Belva A. Lockwood, LL.D., Wash- 
ington City’s widely-known and suc- 
¢cessful attorney-at-law, the first wom- 
an lawyer admitted to the practice of 
that profession before the supreme 


court of the United States, was in At- 
lanta for a few hours yesterday be- 
tween trains en route to Dahlonega. 

Dr. Lockwood is now in the south 
paying money to Cherokee Indians and 
their descendants promised by the fed- 
eral government way back in '35, when 
that tribe was removed from the moun- 
tains of Georgia, North Carolina and 
Alabama to their present home in the 
Indian Territory, now the state of 
Oklahoma. 

Still as active and energetic ag she 
was when first refused permisston to 
apear before the supreme court of the 
United States a quarter of a century 
ago, Dr. Lockwood talks most inter- 
estingly of her rebuff by that highest 
of judicial tribunals, and laughingly 


recounts the fight she made before 
both houses of congress for the bill 
which finally gave her the right ,to ap- 
pear before’the supreme court. 

“And I was,” she says with a smile 
radiating over her intelligent face, “‘the 
first and for a long time the only wom- 
an lawyer with the right to appear 
before that august body. Now there 
are some forty or fifty women attor- 
neys registered there. Gradually wom- 
an is coming into her own, you see. BSo, 
by and by, she will have what she 
ought to have—equal rights with the 
male sex.”

Atlantic City, N. J.. May 21.—The

It was stated in this report that 132 
presbyteries had voted for a read- 
justment, while 136 had voted against 
any attempt to force Dr. Roberts to 
declare himself as to whether he re- 
signs the office of treasurer. Hig ap- 
ponents claim that the holding of the 
two offices gave Dr. Roberts too much 
power in the assembly and in church 
affairs, 

For Sunday Observance. 

The various resolutions embodied in 
the report of the committee on Snab- 
bath observance was heartily cheerd, 
especially those urging the Saturday 
half holiday for workingmen. The re- 
port s@ys the progress during the past 
year in creating the uniform demand 
for a weekly rest day has been more 
marked than ever before. The re- 
port cites the fact that the big steel 
companies and paper manufacturing 
concerns are reducing all Sunday work 
to a minimum. , 

The committee recommends that the 
assembly indorse the Saturday half- 
holiday as tending to the better ob- 
servance of the Sabbath, condemns 
the Sunday newspaper, requests edu- 
cational institutions to omit recita- 
tiong on Monday mornings so as to 
leave the Sabbath frae to some of the 
students who prepare their lessons on 
that day, ang recommends that the 
first week in April, embracing the first 
and second Sundays, be observed as 
a week of prayer for the preservation 
of the Lord’s day.

Those most prominent- 
ly mentioned in this connection are 
the Chattanooga Southern and th. 
Georgia, Florida and Alabama, between 
which it would be necessary to bwild 
a connecting link from Gadgden, 
to Columbus, Ga.

BEAUTIFUL HOME Being Bullt 3 col 
Among the many new homes now 
in oourse of construction in Ansley 
Park is that of Edwin P. Ansley, 
which is located on the crest of the 
high hill at the junction of Maddox 
Drive and The Prado. Like many of 
the other handsome homes in this 
great residential section, the plans 
have been made in such a@ way as to 
conform to the natural beauties of 
this historic elevation among the foot- 
hills of the Blue Ridge mountains. 

Mr. Ansley’s new home, the founda- 
tions of which are rapidly nearing 
completion, has a frontage of 180 feet, 
including the port cochere, and a 
depth of 650 feet on one side and 40 
feet on the other, with an open court 
in the rear. 

A. Ten Eyck Brown, the architect, 
has modeled this new home along the 
same lines of Lombardy Italian coun- 
try houses, this effect being secured 
in the outline of the massive front 
and the use of dark blue field stone in 
random rubble. Color will be added 
in the overh! ng roof with green mat 


glaze Spanish tile and the floors of 
the terraces in deep red tile. 

A feature of the first floor is a large 
reception hall, 22x32 feet, facing The 
Prado, with high wainscot of pine, 
which will be treated with brown 
stain and wax, producing the effect 
of old English oak. This same treat- 
ment will be applied to the beam celil- 
ing. Flanking this main room on the 
east is the library, staircase and en- 
trance from the port cochere with a 
suite of living rooms, each containing 
bedroom, bath and dressing room in 
the rear. 

On the west facing The Prado is 
situated the living room, 18x20 feet, 
and immediately joining in the rear is 
the dining room, 20x22 feet, while be- 
hind that are the pantry, kitchen and 
other offices of the house. 

On the extreme west and balancing 
the port cochere is a covered living 
porch with temporary sash and 
screens so that it can be used as a 
breakfast room all the year round. 

Surrounding three sides of the house 


and connecting the west porch with 


- 
the port cochere is a broad, open, 
paved terrace, broken in the center 
by @ large covered porch just in front 
of the reception hall. This terrace is 
approached on the east by the port 
cochere and on the south by two broad 
flights of stone steps leading from the 
second terrace to the floor level of 
the house terrace. This second ter- 
race is connected with the drive that 
completely surrounds the house by a 
flight of steps 25 feet wide. 

fhe second floor of Mr. Analey'’s new 
home consists of six bedrooms of gen- 
erous dimensions, each with bath, 
dressing room, eétc., adjoining, and all 
connecting with the roofs of the 
covered porches (which will be paved) 
and can be used as sleeping porches. 

In the rear of the house is a broad 
open plateau, which is to be used @s a 
concourse for automobiles going to 
and from the garage, which will be 
located back of this concourse and 
built of the same material and follow 
the same general design of Mr. Ans- 
ley’s home. 

Besides Mr. Ansiey’s home, 4 num- 
ber of other handsome residences are 
row under way, while plans have been 
completed for many others, work on 
which will begin next month.

Trading at first was 
Father quiet, but when private ad- 
vices came in, claiming a very severe 
wind and hail storm in Oklahoma, ex- 
tending down in north Texas, demand 
became more urgent and the market 
advanced sharply. The official fore- 
casts for further rain encouraged the 
advance during the later trading, and 
the market closed at practically the 
best price of the day, with July selling 
around 15.24, or about half a cent 
above the low level of last Thursday. 
In addition to the less favorable view 
of weather conditions the market was 
undoubtedly influenced by the com- 

tively large decrease in the visi- 


@ supply of American cotton for the 


week, while it also refiected an idea 
among local porfessionals that the 
large bulls were once more assuming 
an aggressive position. On the de- 
cline earlier in the week there were 
rurmors that the bulls were abandon- 
ing their position, but the readiness 
with which the May notices were 
stopped yesterday appears to have 
modified this view of the situation. 
There were nocables from Liverpool, 
but all three of the big futures mar- 
kets will be open for busines as usual 
on Monday morning.

New Orleans Week-End 
Review Shows Short 
Side Were Favored. 


New Orleans, May 21.—-The net 
changes in the cetton market this 
week favor the short side, the old crop 
options closing 13 to 29 points lower 
| than last week, while the new crops 
closed only 1 to 3 points lower. The 
relative strength of the new crops was 
due, in a great measure, to bad weath- 
er toward the end of the week. Bear 
pressure was heavier on the old than 
on the new crop months. The high 
prices of the week were made on Mon- 
day, when the more active months 
throughout the list were 6 to 11 points 
over last week’s closing on fear of 
cold weather. Bears were aggressive 
during the next three days of the week 
and on Thursday they put prices to 
their lowest levels, 59 to 74 points 
below last week’s closing on the old 
crops, and 21 to 32 points below on 
the new. The market closed Friday 
out of respect to the memory of King 
Edward of England. Heavy rains were 
reported in the meantime, with the re- 
sult that on Saturday with continued 
rains, prices recovered part of the net 
lcss. From the highest to the low- 
est prices, there was a drop of 73 to 
82 on the old crops, and a drop of 
32 to 86 points on the new. The great- 
er part of this decline was brought 
about by bearish manipulation, said to

It was 
generally expected that the inactivity 
in England, owing to the Whitsun- 
tide holidays and the burial of King 
Edward, would serve to greatly re- 
duce the out-of-sight movement and 
the fact that it was only 8,000 bales 
less than it was this week two years 
ago intensified the effect of other 
bullish features. 

In the spot market prices lost \%, 
middling closing at 15 cents, against 
15% last week and 10% this week last 
year. Total sales on the spot were 
2.725 bales, against 6,030 last week 
and 7.825 this week last year; sales 
to arrive amounted to 1,473 bales, 
against 3,840 last week and 3,575 this 
week last year.

PRICES OF COTTON OIL 


New High Record Made 
During the Past 
Week. 


New York, May 21.—<(Special.)—Pre- 
dictions made two weeks ago that 
the old crop options would sell 
at 8 cents inside of thirty days, have 
been realized and the cotton oil mar- 
ket has established new high prices 
for the year. The demand was well 
distributed and trading involved enor- 
mous proportions. The absence of 
May tenders left little difficulty in 
advancing spot prices. It is thought 
that the bulk of the May and June 
shipments is now under the control 
of a iarge refining interest and the 
persistent buying of July has given 
the impression that this same inter- 
est. is seeking contro] of that option 
also. 

The new high prices have failed to 
induce heavy profit-taking. Senti- 
ment has turned exceedingly bullish 
and holders express considerable con- 
fidence in the future course of prices. 
Unusually high bids for spot and May 
deliveries have failed to bring any 
sizeable quantities of ofl to the sur- 
face and the shorts in May appear to 
be in a rather precaricus position. 
Rumors of private settlements have 
been given more or less credence but 
there are many members of the trade 
who look for interesting developments 
in the May position before June 1. 

Buying July Option. 

The continued heavy buying of July 
has been a feature, but the movement 
of the option has been orderly and no 
attempt has been made to rout the 
short interest. The operators who 
are conducting the bull campaign ap- 
pear content with a gradual advanée 
in the market, and {ft its claimed that 
this policy will be adhered to through- 
out the season. The object is to pre- 
vent any violent or wild fluctuations 
in prices, but the highly speculative 
position of the market will likely 
make good intentions useless if either 
element {fs driven into a corner. 

The new crop 4eliverfes have com- 
manded more interest than usual and 


the tendency of values has been firm- 
er. October has been taken freely 
and cn some dgys this option has led 
the market in the volume of transac- 
tions. . Last Tuesday, 9,500 barrels 
changed hands at prices ranging from 
$7.49 to $7.53. This is the largest 
single day’s business in this op- 
tion. The erratic movements in the 
cotton market have had a disturbing 
effect on the upward movement of 
the new oil deliveres, but the heavy 
premiums of the old options over the 
new have put the latter in a more 
favorable position. 

The demand for consuming purposes, 
while individually small, has been sat- 
isfactory in the aggregate. As usual, 
practically all purchases have been 
for edible requirements and the 
compound makers, margarine pro- 
ducers and packers have all been in- 
terested to a great degree. The firm- 
er tendency of the lard market has 
had a favorable influence. Prime 
steam lard was quoted at 13% cents 
on spot, while compound ranged from 
9% to 10% cents on spot, according 
to brand, quality and seller. Some of 
the largest local producers of com- 
pound report an increased inquiry for 
export account. Cocking and salad 
oils are meeting with free distribu- 
tion and business So far this month is 
said to compare favorably with that 
of other busy months earlier in the 
year. 


Export Business Slow. 


Export business in oi] has continued 
to lag and there are many who have 
given up hope of ever seeing a fair 
showing made on foreign account for 
the season of 1909-10. Although it is 
known that supplies at the large dis- 
tributing points in Europe are about 
exhausted, it seems next to impossible 
to induce extensive foreign purchases

Bank Statement Favorable.

The excess of 
receipts over shipments is approxi- 
mately $10,500,000. On transfer opera- 
tions with the interfor, banks have re- 
ceived $6,735,000, and this gain has 
been enlarged by about $3,700,000 re- 
ceived from the United States sub- 
treasury, the money market is now 
approaching the time of year in which 
it is least calculated to develop anvy- 
thing of a serious nature. According 
to precedent, the market should be 
easy for the nexet month or so. Both 
time and call money hag shown firm- 
ness, and the general indications are 
auspicious. 

One development of importance is 
the settlement of a new wage scale by 
the Erie railroad. This was the last 
sérious obstacle to harmony among 
the eastern railroads, and with the 
troublesome question out of the way, 
the horizon looks much brighter. The 
settlement of the Erie scale will mean 
a standardization of wages east of 
Chicago, which will dispose of that dif- 
ficulty for some time to come. 

The details of the disposa)] of the St. 
Paul issue of debentures abroad will 
be made known next week. Bond men 
have received, with considerable ela- 
tion. the announcement of the placing 
of these securities in Paris and also of 
the placing of $10,000,000 worth of Big 
Four bonds abroad, It is likely that 
no official detailed statement of the 
price for the Big Four debentures will 
be forthcoming for some time. With 
the bond movement harmonizing with 
the stock market, investors look for 
broadening and strengthening features. 

The directors of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroad, one of the Hawley links, 
decided yesterday to increase the div- 
idend from 4 per cent to 5 per cent.

WILL HAVE GOOD CROP

Peyton Hawes Talks of the 
Conditions in South 
Georgia. 


That Georgia will have a good crop 
year despite present unpromising con- 
ditions is the opinion of Hon. Peyton 
M. Hawes, of Elbert, candidate for 
etate treasurer, who has just returned 
from a campaign trip through south 
Georgia. 

“Conditions are severe, but In no 
sense hopeless, at any point,” said Mr. 
Hawes today. “There is no doubt 
about the fact that cotton is way be- 
hind everywhere I have been, kept so 
by the unfavorable weather conditions 
which have prevailed almost contin- 
ually for the last month. 

“But Georgia’s assurance lies in the 
natural energy and determination of 
her farmers; they will pull out in the 
end in spite of weather disturbances. 

“One thing I have noticed, 
that the farmers generally are using 
more fertilizers this year upon a 
given area. Where they put 200 to 
300 pounds on an acre formerly, they 
are now using in many instances as 
high as 500 to 800 pounds. 

“"A bale to the acre’ should be the 
Georgia farmers’ slogan, and I believe 
they are working toward it all over 
the state. 

“Everywhere I have been corn and 
other cereals have been more freely 
and gencrally planted than ever be- 
fore. Georgia is no longer a One-crop 
state, and I am satisfied we will im- 
port less grain from the west this 
year than ever’ before. We are mak- 
ing Our feedstuffs at home. 

“Once we get into real summer 
weatner, I am satisfied things on the 
furm will hum, and Georgia will make 
the usual gcod showing around harvest 
time in the fall.” 

Mr. Hawes dropped into Atlanta 
only for a brief visit and hurried off 
again today for another south Georgia 
trip.

Announcement of Inter- 
est to Atlanta Made 
by Pres. Finley. 


A freight terminal for the handling 
of inbound merchandise, 700 feet in 
length and 50 feet wide, two stories 
in height and affording approximately 
65,000 square feet for the handling of 
traffic, is to be constructed by the 
Southern Railway Company on its 
propegty fronting on Madison avenue, 
between Mitchell street and Peters

Claim May Be Settled This 
Week by the House 
Committee. 


Washington, May 21.—A famous 
claim against the government in which 
the heirs of George Washington would 
receive $305,000, may be settled next 
week by the action of the’ house com- 
mittee ‘on private land claims, which 
is expected to report favorably to the 
house a bill to that effect. There are 
several heirs of Washington who com- 
bined in making the claim, which has 
been pending through several con- 
gresses. 

George Washington was entitled, 
under the Virginia law, to some 23,000 
acres of land-as a recompense for his 
military services, but he declined to 
accept it, and took, instead, warrants 
for 3,050 acres of land in Ohio. This 
tract was located in the northwestern 
rserve, in what is known as the “Vir- 
ginia military lands.” 

It was claimed that Washington 
paid the taxes on the land up until 
the time 6f his death, and that his ad- 
ministrators paid it until 1807. If the 
expected action is taken by the com- 
mittee and approved by congress, the 
government will allow the heirs 
$305,000 in gold in lieu of the land. 
None of the heirs are wealthy, and 
some of them are poor, it Is stated. 

Lawrence Washington, a descendant 
of the family of the first president, 
made the principal argument before the 
committee in favor of the claims.

Earl Minto’s Speech. 

In making his speech to the priests 
the ‘ viceroy said: 

“The government of India has de- 
cided that the relics should remain 
within the confines of the Indian em- 
piré, and that Burma, as a Buddhist 
province, and Mandalay, as its capital, 
should provide for their safe cusfody. 
I am sure that the great honor done 
to Burma will be thoroughly appreci- 
ated by.its people, and that the relics 
will be carefully preserved and cher- 
ished.”’ 

The viceroy concluded with this 
statement, which seems remarkable, as 
coming from the Christian ruler of 
India, the king of England’s greatest 
subject. He closed: 

“T trust, too, that a suitable shrine 
may be erected at Mandalay over these 
relics, where in future years devout 
pilgrims may gather from all parts 
of the world to do honor to the mem- 
ory of the great founder of their re- 
ligion.”’ 

The ceremony connected with the 
presentation of the relics was impres- 
sive. It occurred in the throneroom 
of the viceregal palace, the floor of 
which was covered with rich golden 
carpets.

The Ashes of Buddha. 

Suppose the Christian world of today 
could have authentic information of 
the discovery of some of the bones and 
ashes of St. Peter or St. Paul? Whata 
sensation it would create. Suppose, 
further, that they might have relics 
of the Savior which were real beyond 
the shadow of a doubt? The whole 
civilezd world would be excited about 
it. This is what has happened out 
here in India. Buddha is just as real 
to these people as Christ is to us, and 
they have now found this casket con- 
taining his bones, 

During the presentation Mr. Mar- 
shall, director of the archeological de- 
partment of the government of India, 
described how the relics were found. 
The first information concerning them 
came from records left by Chinese 


travelers who walked over India on 
pilgrimages about four or five hundred 
yeags after Christ. One of these men 
was a Buddhist monk, who spent seven 
years in traveling through India col- 
lecting Buddhist writings and visiting 
the shrines. He tramped across the 
Himalaya mountains, stopping in the 
little province where Buddha was 
born. He walked to Buddha Gaya, 
where the saint received his great en- 
lightenment, and then went to pray at 
the various places where the relics of 
Buddhe were kept. In the records of 
his pilgrimages he described a great 
pagoda near Peshawar, not far from 
where the Emperor Knishka had his 
palaces. This tower was about fifteen 
hundred feet in circumference, and was 
higher than the Washington monu- 
ment. It had thirteen stories, and the 
top was crowned with a pinnacle of 
gilded disks attached to an iron pillar. 
Mr. Marshal) says that this .iower 
lasted for more than three hundred 
years after the Chinese Buddhists 
above spoken of had paid their visit. 
Their records stated that the relics 
of Buddha lay under the tower. 
Discovered by a Frenchman. 
The origin of the discovery came 
from a French scientist who came out 
to India a few.vyears ago to study 
Buddhism. He had the writings of 
these pilgrims, and from them he lo- 
cated the site of the pagoda as being 
under one of two mounds which lle 
about a half mile east of the city of 
Peshawar. At that -time there was 
no tower in existence. It had fallen 
to ruing centuries ago, and no vestiges 
were in sight excepting these mounds. 
The Frenchman's name was Foucher. 
Mr. Foucher found himself unable to 
make the excavations required to ver- 
ify hig theory. He presented his evi- 
dence, however, to Dr. Spooner of the 
archeological department of the Indian 
government, and the latter took up 
the work. That was two years ago. 
Since then the mounds have been dug 
over and the remains of the great tow- 
er found. The heavy foundation was 
uncovered, and it was shown to have 
been larger than any other known 
Buddhist pagoda. It was square, with 
massive walls of dressed stone, and, 
according to the records of Heuen 


Chwang, the Chinese Buddhist pilgrim, 


it was so lofty that four towers had 
to be built at the corners to hoist 
the coping stones into'place. The re- 
mains of those towers have been 
found. 

After the dimensions of the pagoda 
had been outlined, and the heavy foun- 
dation uncovered, the British ar- 
cheologists sank a shaft down through 
the stone fioor to a depth of 20 feet. 
and came to the relic chamber describ- 
ed in the records. There, in that 
little stone room, which had been 
bgried from the sight of man for over 


2,400 years, they found a bronze casket 


| 


7 inches high and 5 inches in Giame- 
ter. 

It was round, and it had a lid, slight- 
ly curved at the top, made to repre- 
sent a full-grown lotus, upon which 
a small figure of Buddah sat. Along 
the lid of the box which overhung 
was a frieze of flying geese, and low- 
er downy around the main body of the 
casket were figures of Buddha, beau- 
tifully carved, representing him in the 
different stages of his life. In the 
center of these was engraved a large 
standing figure of King Kanishka, the 
great Buddhist ruler and conqueror of 
the time the casket Was made, and 
there were also inscriptions stating 
that the maker was the head engineer 
of this king. 

Upon opening the casket a lump of 
rock crystal was found within. This 
had been hollowed out at one end for 
the reception of the relics. It was 
originally sealed with clay, but the 
moisture had detached the seal, and 
this was found lying at the side of the 
crystal. Coins bearing the head of 
Kanishka were also found. The gov- 
ernment of India considers the relics 
as beyond any doubt genuine. 

A Buddhist Revival. 

During my present trip around the 
world I have traveled extensively 
through the great lands of the Bud- 
dhists. 1 first stepped in Japan,.where 
the more advanced followers of this 
religion are modifying their faith to 
suit our modern civilization. I saw a 
temple in Kyoto which has an income 
of $200,000 a year, and in Korea. found 
the missionaries of that church at 
work.

Buddhists are adopting the same 
of propagating their faith as 
used by us Christians. They 
Buddhist Young Men’s Associa- 
tions, corresponding to our Young 
Men's Christian Associations, and are 
now publishing tracts and distributing 
all sorts of religious documents. Dur- 
ing my stay in China I visited the 
¢ eat lamasaries outside Pekin, where 
the Dalai Lama, who had come from 
Tibet, was stopping while engaged in 
conferences with the high Chinese of- 
ficials. While in Burma I inspected 
many of the Buddhist monasteries 
there, and talked with the high priests, 
and laid flowers upon the shrines of 
the Golden Bagoda at Rangoon. That 
pagoda is built over eight hairs which 
came from the head of the great 
Buddha, and its sanctity is surpassed 
only by that of the temple at Kandy, 
which contains Buddha's favorite 
teeth. 

This tooth was brought to Ceylon 
more than sixteen centuries ago by a 
princess, who concealed it in her cloth- 
ing. Since then it has been fought over 
and captured and recaptured during 
several wars, and it is now so holy 
that it is shown only with the consent 
of the government. The tooth looks 
more like the tooth of a crocodile than 
that of a man. It is a piece of ivory 
about an inch in diameter and as long 
as my little finger. It reposes on a

of seven bells of gold set with jewels. 
People come from all parts of the 
Buddhist world to worship at this 
shrine; and it is said that a single pil- 
grim upon one occasion laid 6,000,000 
flowers upon it. 

Next to Ceylon and Burmah, I find 
that Siam is the chief Buddhist coun- 
try of this part of the world. It has 
no relics of the saint, but the splendor 
of its temples beggars description. I 
visited one at Bangkok which has a 
carpet of woven silver wire, and con- 
tains a little god set with emer- 
alds and other precious stones. 
Bangkok has hundreds of figures of 
Buddha plated with gold, and in one 
temple there [ saw' what is perhaps 
the largest idol of the world. It is 
a sleeping Buddha, 
that it shines like a new wedding ring. 
It is 160 feet long, and its arm is as 
big around as a flour barrel. 


Indian Buddhism. 


India should have more Buddhists 
than any other land. It was hese 
that Buddha was born. Here he spent 
his whole life, and from here his 
religion spread- to other parts of the 
world. Today, of the 300,000,000 of 
India, not more than one in a thousand 
is a follower of Buddha. There are 
between §$ and 10 millions of that faith 
in Burma, and many more in Ceylon 
and parts of farther India. . 

The Buddhists of Hindustan number 
less than 300,000. They are found in 
small numbers along the northern 
frontier of Bengal and upon the lower 
slopes of the Himalayas. In Nepal, 
where Buddha was born, he has still 
many followers; and in Kashmir, near 
where these ashes were found, there 
are of his believers perhaps 40,000 all | 
told. 

The religion at first had great sway. 
It spread throughout Hindustan, and | 
at the time of King Kanishka, who 


built the great temple over the ashes / 


recently found, it was one of the pre- 
dominant faiths. After that it began 
to decline, and it was almost wiped 
out at the time the Mohammedans 
came in and took possession of north- 
ern India. Today there are something 
like 150,000,000 Buddhists in the world, 
but this estimate is based upon figures 
which cannot be verified. The religion 
is the chief one of Japan, two-thirds 
of the Chinese are supposed to believe 
it, and tts most ardent foloweérs are 
Tibetans and the Mongolian popula- 
tion of Asia. There are Buddhists in 
Siberia and in the Dutch East Indies, 
and the faith is supposed to be alive 
in Korea, although the priests there 
are low fellows and are despised and 
rejected of men. 


In the Footprints of Buddha. 


During my present stay in India I 
have walked in the footprints of Bud- 
dha. I. passed his birthplace on my 
way up the Himalayas. He was’ the 
son of a king, who lived on their 
slopes in Southern Nepal, and his boy- 
hood was spent in the most beautiful 
scenery under the shadows of the high- 
est mountains on earth. During the 
earlier part of his life he enjoyed such 
luxury as only. India knows. He was 
given every pleasure, was married to 
a charming princess and in due time 
had a beautiful son. During this pe- 
riod he was. kept from the sight of 
all evil, sorrow and pain, for fear that 
his contemplative and ascetic nature 
might lead him to take to the church. 
It was not until he was almost 29 years 
of age that he learned of the trotbles 
of mankind, and decided upon the great 
renunciation, He then gave up his 
palace, cut off his long hair, and put- 
ting on the clethés of a beggar .went 
forth upon‘ the highways. He spent 
six years in wandering about in his 
efforts for the attainment of peace. 
He practiced one religion after an- 
other: he fasted and prayed; hé mor- 
tifiea the flesh in every way, and went 
through struggle after struggie and 
temptation after temptation, untli at 
last, at Buddha Gaya, he found the 
light and went to #Bepares, where he 
first gave it té mankind. — 

Buddha Gaya is to the Buddhists the 
most holy spot upon earth. The Bo 
tree under which Buddha sat during 
his great contemplations they believe 
to be the center of the earth. They 
will tell you that the original tree 
still stands, and that branches of it 
have been carried to Ceylon and there 
sproutéd. This tree is situated near a 
Buddhist temple which is about seven 
miles from the little city of Gaya It 
ies sorm® distance south of the Ganeés, 
892 miles by. rail from Celcutta, and is 
reached by way of Patna, where the 
great opium factories are. As the 
crow flies it is ahout 125 miles from 
Benares. 

The temple, whith stands near the 
tree, was erected about 900 years afer 
Buddha's death, and is hence abour 
{,200 years old. It'is 160 feet high. and 
the wall of its tower is fourteen feet 
thick. It is in the form of a pyramia 
of nihe stories, embellished with 
niches and moldings. I haye no space 
to speak of the tree or its surround- 
ings. The shrines are chiefiy in th- 
hands cf the Brahmins, although there 
are a few Buddhist monks who worship 
in a monastery néarby. They say their

The Great Temptation. 


It was on this spot that Buddha, ac- 
eording to a manuscript supposed to 
date from the third century before 
Christ, spent six years in penance and 
mortificatian of.the flesh. During that 
time he sat cross-legged under the Bo 
tree fasting and praying: He became 
a living skeleton, was naked and cov- 
ered with dirt, and an object of con- 
tempt to the villages about. He was 
tempted by both angels and devils. 
Legions of demons, some of which had 
thousands of heads, fought around him 
in vain. They threw poisoned arrows, 


ibut before they fell they were changed 


into flowers. In addition there were 
hordes of the most beautiful women 
from girlhood to maturity who tried 
to attract the saint by their charms. 
They tried every one of the two and 
thirty modes of making men fall, but 
they were powerless against Gutama 
Buddha, who had conquered and risen 
above all carnal! desires. 

In addition, there were hundreds of 
other temptations of which this manu- 
script tells; but Buddha vanquished 
them all, and came to the perfection.

He traveled over 
northern India, and continued preach- 
ing until B. C. 477, when he died at 
eighty years of age. Just where he 
died we do not know, but the ashes 
in the casket may indicate that it 
was somewhere in northern India, not 
far from Peshawar.

Some Buddhiat Beliefs. 


The Buddhist religion contains many 
beautiful things, but it has nothing of 
the worship of God as we know Him. 
It is practically atheistic, and is a re- 
ligion of despair rather than hope. It 
considers personal existence a source 
of evil, and one of its theories is that 
the greatest evil of mankind is birth. 
Without that we could not have old 
age, misery and death: and we 
would not have to go through the 
long line of transmigrations by which 
man rises and descends to heaven or 
hell. According to Buddhism one’s 
soul, like like that of John Brown's, 
is always marching on. The moment 
he dies he is born again, his soul pass- 
ing at once into the form of @ man, a 
dog or some, other animal, or, worse 
than all, into‘a woman. If he escapes 
the latter fate he may g0 down, down, 
down, through the different degrees of 
animal life until he falls fmto one of 
the hundred-odd Buddhist hélis, which 
are in the middle of the earth, where 
the sufferers spend ten million years 
or more before they rise again. Or he 
|may gO upward to glory into a better 
and better state, until he at last reach- 
ie the heaven where the shortest life 


is ten billion years. The Buddhist 
|fairy stories tell how their great 
| teacher lived as an elephant, as a 
| _camel, as a gnat, a swallow or an eagle. 
|He went through every. form of exist- 
|ence on the earth, in hell, and in 
heaven, and when he attained the per-

The Buddhist religion believes in 
cause and effect. It says that man’s 
misfortunes all come from his bad ac- 
tions, and all his good from his good 
ones. Heaven means the extinction of 
desires. This is the great end of life. 
even all ideas. It is a sort of a 
religious trance or estacy, known as 
the Nirvana. 

Ten Commandments of Buddhism. 

The Buddhist religion has its ten 
commandments which are taught to 
the children. The first five are: 

1. Thou shalt not take any life at all. 


shalt not steal. 

shalt not commit adultery. 
shalt not lie. 

Shalt not drink intoxicating 


Thé second five are obligatory chief- 
ly on the priest In the monasteries, 
and by all other good people on holy 
days. They are: 

1. Thou shalt not eat after midday. 

2. Thou shalt not dance or play upon 
musical instruments. 

8. Thou shalt not use cosmetics. 

4. Thou shalt not stand or sleep on 
élevated places. 

5. Thou shalt not touch gold nor sil- 
ver. 

The theory of the religion ie that 
every <cne must work out his own sal- 
vation, and that no one can help 
another except by example. 

Buddaa Not a God, 

It igs a mistake to speak of the wor- 
ship of Buddha. He is not a god, but 
a teacher. His followers look upon 
him .as having been a mortal man. 
and they believe that any mortal may 
aspire to be what he was. He is their 
{dea of the perfect man, and his life is 
the perfect life. Nevertheless, they 
pray before his shrine and use his 
name in their prayers. 

And this brings me to the various 
methods of Buddhist praying. In most 
things these people are centuries be- 
hind the times, but as to their rell- 
@ion they have economized energy and 
adopted many inventions. You may 
remember the story of the American 
who bad a beautiful prayer written 
out for him covering his every possi- 
ble need. It was full of Christianity 
and brotherly love. He pasted it on 
the head of his bed and every night 
before jumping in folded his hands and 
reverentiy said: “Oh, Lord, them's 
my sentiments. Amen.” 

Well, that man was much like the 
Buddhists. They write out prayers on 
long scrolls which fit into round met- 
al boxes attached by pivots to handles, 
‘so that when thev give the handle a 
twist the box containing the scroll 
whirls around. They believe they 
get merit for the prayer at every whirl 
and some of them keep their wheels 
whirling’ all day. In the Himalayas 
and Tibet are wheels of a similar na- 
ture worked by windmills and water- 
power; and, I doubt not, now that 
electricity is coming In, they will har- 
ness the lightning in their race toward 
salvation. 

The Buddhists have no fixed ser- 
vices, no regular religious meetings 
and no religious forms of marriages or 
burials. Until recently they have had 
no regular preaching, although they 
are'now holding services in Japan and 
elsewhere. They do not believe that 
anyone but yourself can help you 
toward salvation, and it is only as re- 
minders of the example of Buddha that 
their temples have been erected,

The Mestizos, or half castes, have 
gained something of dignity and dis- 
tinction by their Spanish blood, and 
show less flattened and more accentu- 
ated features. There are Chinese Mes- 
tizos, as well as Spanish, and these 
are said to be the most aggressive and 
the cleverest of all the mixed bloods. 

It is very pretty to see groups of 
the little women flocking through the 
streets, with long black hair stream- 
ing down their backs, and combs—I 
mean the kind which usually is closely 
associated with a  brush—sticking 
jauntily across the tops of their heads. 

Cestume Very Picturesque. 

The Filipini costume is very pictur- 
esque, and was adopted hundreds of 
years ago from the Spaniards. The 
waist, or camisa, ts simply a little 
round-necked blouse with very full 
and hooped sleeves, which end at the 
elbow, without being gathered or 
drawn in. The open neck is covered 
by a ‘kerchief, which forms a point 
in the back and stands in crisp folds 
high about the neck and shoulders, 
like a medici collar. Gay and wauzy 
juci cloth, in all of its delicate trans- 
parence and bright colors, is used for 
the camisa and ’kerchief, but the skirts 
are all of figured chintz or printed cot- 
tons. The jumble of color is usually 
selected with an eye to harmony and 
rarely strikes a note of discord, but a 
black apron is generally draped about 
the hips to quiet the clash of color. 
The skirts are circular and very wide, 
and are always caught up at one 
side, in a careless graceful way, leav- 
ing the little brown feet and frankly 
revealing the slender brown ankles. 
Stockings are as yet an unknown in- 
convenience to the Filipino women, 
whose feet are slipped into a pair of 
chineles, or toe slippers. 

The native men, as a general thing, 
have adopted the “Americano” style of 
white trousers and a white coat with 
high collar, buttoned straight down 
the front and worn without shirts; but 
many of them still cling to their old 
habits and disport themselves in 
trousers of pink, pale blue, crimson, 
and all possible varieties and varia- 
tions of’ color. The upper part of this 
festive costume is a giddy-giddy-gout 
effect in flower juci cloth, very airy, 
and very gay and ridiculous looking.

COMRADE OF MAXIMILIAN 
DIES IN HIS GERMAN HOME 


Berlin May 21.—(Special.)—-With 
the death of Count Karl zu_Leiningen- 
Neudenau, at the age of 66. which 
took place recently at Lahr, in the 
wrand duchy of Baden, one of the few 
curviving links with the fate of the 
ill-starred Eimperor Maximilian of 
Mexico has passed away, and with 
him has died the last male represen- 
tative of the Neudenau (Hildesheim) 
branch of the mediatized house of Lei- 
ningen. 

The late count, on coming of age, 
entered the Mexican army on the ad- 
vice of the late Councillor Schertzen- 
lechner, who was then Emperor Maxi- 
milian’s secretary. At the fall of Que- 
retaro, on May 15, 1867, having con- 
ducted the wounded General Miramon 
to the house of a physician, the latter 
treacherously revealed their where- 
abouts to the enemy, who took both 
of them prisoners and confined them 
in the former vonvent of the Capuch- 
ine nuns, at Queretaro. 

Count Leiningen succeeded in mak- 
ing his escape, and on the recommen- 
dation of Marshal Bazaine, whose ac- 
quaintance he had made in Mexico, he 
was admitted’to the French foreign 
legion. 

Here his stay was'a comparatively 
brief one, and at‘length, after many 
hardships, he returned to his native 
land. in the year 1869 
was judicially deprived of his succes- 
Sion to the entailed family estates, in 
which he was succeeded by his 
younger brother, Count Maximilian, 
owing to his marriage with Fraulein 
Magdalena Nold, of Mannheim, whom 
he had wedded in England, and whose 
lowly birth made her impossible as the 
wife of a member of a mediatized 
house. 

After years of hard struggle, social 
and financial, his first wife died, and 
in 1902 he contracted a second mar- 
riage at Viesbaden, where he lived 
for the greater part of his remaining 
years in comparative affluence and 
Teace. 


Welding Metal Plates. 

A kind of electric riveting has re- 
cently developed, and is claimed to 
give results usually much stronger 
than joining with iron  0or copper 
rivets. The process is known as spot 
welding. 

The metal plates to be joined are 
placed fn position. and on pressing the 
electrodes against any desired: point 
the plates are almost instantly fused 
and permanently united at that point. 

The electrodes are moved from place 
to place, supplying perfect union in- 
stead of riveting The process is 
rapid, and seems to be satisfactory 
where water-tight joints are unneces- 
sary. .

Such a campaign, persisted in for a few months, will re-write

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7HE UNREPRESENTED SUPPORT OF THE NATION. 


Nahum J. Bachelder, master of the National Grange, charges in 
a recent issue of The Cosmopolitan Magazine that one of the 
tundamentals underlying the increased cost of living is the simple, 
little-understood fact that the farmers of America are radically 
lacking in representation before congress and, inferentially, the 
other departments of government. 

In the face of the paramount position occupied by the farmer 
in our national economic scheme, Mr. Bachelder goes on to demon- 
strate his almost isolated situation, speaking from a standpoint of 
congress and government generally, as follows: 


The manufacturing, transportation, and mercantile interests have 
been ably represented before lawmaking bodies, while the farmers have 
depended upon the fundamental nature of their industry to secure the 
consideration that is theirs by right. There should be no more need of 
defending agriculture before legislatures and congress than of defend- 
ing the constitution of the United States, but things have happened in 
the enactment of laws at Washington that indicate that this principle 
is not always heeded. : 


is found in the recent paradoxical exploit whereby Attorney General 
Wickersham placed the whole power of the government back of an 
attack upon an upward-price movement of cotton, whereas never 
in American history had the government intervened with cotton 
going in the other direction. 

Had there been sufficient representation of the farmer in the 
national government, even sufficient sympathy for him, such an 
outrageous fiasco would have been impossible. 

If, as it is logical to assume, President Taft has kept in as 
close touch with Wickersham as he has with Ballinger, he must 
have known of the former’s establishment of a precedent viciously 
disastrous and unjust to the bona fide producers. If he did, it is not 
to Mr. Taft’s credit that he did not call off his short-sighted attorney 
general. 

It is probable that the president, in the multiplicity of his other 
duties and bewilderments, was not apprised of Wickersham’s delib- 
erate and repeated folly. If that is the case, the most graceful thing 
he can do, in justice to the great body of producers in this country, 
is to retire the attorney general to private life, and replace him by 
an official who is willing at least occasionally to divide his energies 
between the “man who produces things that did not exist before” 
and men whose professional and unproductive business is that of 
gaming. 

There is no question that congress and the government has, 


‘systematically, neglected the farmer, wherever located, where it 


came to proper legislation and appropriations. 

We perpetrate the anomalous policy of calling upon the farmer 
to support us and to lower the cost_of living—then consistently 
neglect him, or permit the lawmaking authority to dismiss his 
claims with denials and compromises. 

Fortunately, the farmer is himself sensing the inequality. 
Through the Farmers’ Union, he is gradually bringing pressure to 
bear upon the individual representatives and senators. To the 
Farmers’ Union, and to farmers generally, we commend for action 
the recent strange course of Wickersham. 
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WILL KNOW WHERE TO PLACE THE BLAME.

In his recent address upon “The World Movement” at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, Theodore Roosevelt analyzed in the following 
striking phrase the activities of those early rulers upon whom 
devolved the task of laying the foundation for the civilization of 
Germany as well as western Europe: 

“They were castle-builders, city-founders, ROAD-MAKERS.” 

Today, the first two qualifications have been modified into com- 
mercial and industrial vanants. 

The last is absolutely unchanged. 

Road-making underlies the sheer existence, in an intensified 
degree the progress, of the entire social fabric of our day, as de- 
cisively as it did the first faint stirrings of civilization in western 
Europe or the splendid structures reared by the Greeks and 
the Romans—still further back, the Egyptians. 

At every stage wherein humanity has recorded an advancement, 
whether in the stone-age or in the twentieth century, road-making 
has walked hand in hand with the trail-blazers, hand in hand with 
those that followed in their steps and amplified the work begun by 
their endeavors. 

Europe has not been slow in realizing and materializing the 
principle. 

The highways of practically every old-world country are the 
delight and the envy of the American tourist, who watches the swift 
touring car glide by the wagon in which the peasant is transporting 
his product to the city market. 

That is one radical respect in which Europe takes precedence 
of the lusty and intelligent new world. 

The small and large farmer of the old countries pays no ruinous 
tire tax, no exorbitant tribute to mud and the god of delay. 

His products, measure for measure, are worth often twice as 
much as those of the American farmer, because— 

He can get them to the buyer, or to the railroad, at expense 
beside which the similar item in America is mountainous. 

In another direction, also, the good roads wisdom of Europe 
has given its people superiority over America. 

With negligible exceptions, the old world is thickly settled. 
There are few waste places. Every arable inch, figuratively speak- 
ing, is occupied. There are few wide, vacant, fertile areas clamoring 
vainly for the hoe and the plow and the reaper. 

The reason is elemental. Good roads is a paramount issue in 
Europe. They take it as a matter of course, as they do the govern- 
ment, or the coming of Sunday, or the necessity of buying coal and 
clothing and food. ,

It has been so since civilization unfurled its pennants. War, 
pestilence, famine, panic have not been allowed to interfere with its 
steady maintenance, for the reason that the people and their leaders 
knew that the issue was the life-blood of any people, any country, 
any system. 

The ripened wisdom of Europe reproaches the short-sighted 
neglect of America, and calls to us for revolutionary change. 

In America, our forefathers built staunchly the foundations of 
civilization. Since then, we have strengthenéd each separate stone, 
but one— | ; 

Until recently we have ignored good roads! 

Today, in every American state, the whole population, farmer 
and city man, pay blackniail to mud, to ruts, to impassability—to 
no roads at all! 

We enhance the cost of living, we paralyze development, we 
perpetuate the waste places and stunt the national wealth by making 
highway construction dependent upon haphazard and casual prac-

DICTIONARY OF SOUTHERN AUTHORS 
LAYS THE SOUTH UNDER TRIBUTE

Lucian Lamar Knight has laid the 
s0uth and the nation under tribute in his 
“Dictionary of Southern Authors,” just 
issued as Volume XV. of the library of 
Southern Literature, under the auspices 
of the Martin @ Hoyt Company, of 
Atlanta. 

An inexactness of records prior to 
the civil war, and the chaos and dis- 
ruptation following that upheaval, im- 
posed as one of their penalties radical! 
inappreciation of the literary genius 
of the south, on part of the people of 
this section, no less than from the 
nation-at-large. 

Hundreds of worthy litterateurs in 
the various southern states, now liv- 
ing, as weil as other hundreds long 
dead, have gone without chronicled ap- 
preciation, save by fragmentary mem- 
ories and clippings in their immediate 
localities. 

It was to retrieve this neglect of 
many decades that Lucian Knight ad- 
dressed his efforts. The result is now 
seen in an exhaustive volume cover- 
ing nearly 3,800 biographical sketches 
and appreciations of as many southern 
men and women—many of them living: 
others of them represented only by 
contributions and yel- 
lowed tombstones ip moss-grown ceme- 
teries. 

A Labor of Love. 

Mr. Knight frankly confesses that 
the task has been, with him, a long- 
prosecuted labor of love. It had its 
inception more than a score of years 


oe 


ago when, as a student at the Unix 
versity of Georgia, his scholarly im- 
pulses had been given impetus by 
daily contact with the splendid ar- 
chives of that historic institution. 

Since then he has pursued his mis- 
sion, sometimes casually and lately 
with intensified energy as its propor- 
tions grew and its spirit appealed to 
his sense of patriotism. The compila- 
tion has entailed almost incalculable 
research, extended and laborious cor- 
respondence, and infinite detailed work 
in the important phase of verification. 
The volume now goes before the pub- 
lic, an invaluable compendium for the 
school and ccllege library, and the in- 
dividual student, as well as the man 
and woman desiring authoritative in- 
formation touching the past and pres- 
ent literary status in the southern 
States. 

No man in the south is more pre- 
eminently qualified for the difficult du- 
ties involved in so stupendous a task 
as is Mr. Knight. By temperament 
and training he is a historian and pub- 
licist. Himself an orator and writer 
of national reputation, gifted with a 
recognized critical faculty, he has 
Specialized in recent years in the lines 
of Georgia and southern history. 

His present volume, no less than his ac- 
cumulated historical acomplishments, 
Places him conspicuously in the front 
ranks of the men today charged with 
appraising recorded and unwinding 
chapters in our affairs.

Our cook was a dark-complerioned 
man between whom and the ace of 
spades there was considerable rivalry. 
He was of that deadly night shade. He 
wes the darkest spot on the Dark 
Continent. After dark he blended in 
with the night so that you couldn't 
tell which was cook and which was 

His name was Abdullah, his nature 
was mild and gentle, and his skill in 
his own particular sphere of action 
was worthy of honorable mention by 
all refined eaters. He was about 60 or 
60 years of age, 5 feet tall, with a smile 
varying from four to six inches from 
tip to tip. It was a smile that came 
often, and when really unfurled to its 
greatest width it gave the pleasing ef- 
fect of a dark face ambushed behind 
a row of white tombstones. 

When Abdullah joined our safari it 
was freely predicted that he would do 
well for the first month or so, after 
which he would fade away to rank 
mediocrity; but, strangely enough, he 
became better and better as time went 
on, and during our last two weeks was 
springing culinary coups that excited 
intense interest on our part. He had a 
way of assembling a few odds and 
ends together that finally merged into 
a rice pudding par excellence, when 
his hot cakes were so good that we 
spoke of them in rapt, reverential 
whispers. There wasn’t a twinge of in- 
digestion in a “3x6" stack of them, and 
when flooded with a crown of liquid 
honey they made one think of paradise 
and angels’ choruses. 

Abdullah the Most Consistent. 

Quite naturally, in my wanderings of 
the last nine months there have been 
moments when my thoughts have dwelt 


Upon such material things as “vittles,’’4 


and it has been instructive to compare 
the various kinds of food served on a 
dozen ships, a score of hotels, and a 
hun@red camps. Some were good and 
some were bad, but as viewed in calm 
retrospect I think that Abdullah ex- 
celled all other chefs, taking him day 
in and day out. 

Upon only three occasions was he 
vanquished, but these were memorable 
ones. As food is a pleasant topic, per- 
haps I may be pardoned if | dwell 
fondly upon these three red _  ietter 


days in my memory. 


Once was in Paris. The night that 
we started for Africa a merry little 
company dined at Henry’s. 
tinguished master was given carte 
blanche to get up the best dinner 
known to culinary science, and he had 
a day’s start. Everything was deli- 
cious. The dinner was a .symphony, 
starting in a low key and gradually 
working up ina stirring crescendo un- 
til the third course, where it reached 
supreme heights in climateric effect. 
That third course, if done in music, 
would have sent men cheering to the 
cannon’s mouth or galloping joyously 
im a desperate cavalry charge. 

The dish was called “poulet arch- 
duc,” although I should have called it 
at least poulet archangel. In this di- 
vine creation Henry reached the Nir- 
vana of good things to eat I be- 
seeched him for the recipe, which he 
cheerfully wrote out, so now I am 
happy to pass it along that all may 
try it. It really ought to be dram- 
atized. 

HMenri’s Recipe for the “Nirvana.” 

I transcribe it in M. Henry’s own 
verbiage: 

“The chicken must be cleansed in- 
aside. Next, put in it some butter, salt 
and pepper, a little paprika, and into 
full of sweet corn, then close the 
ehicken. Next, put it in a saucepan 
with other more sweet corn, against 
butter, salt, pepper, a little whisky; 
cook about half of one hour. 

“The best sweet corn is the 
fornia swet corn in can. 

“The sauce is done with white of 
chicken. Squeeze two yolks of eggs 
and butter like for a sauce mousse- 
line and finish it with a little whisky.” 

And there you are. 

The second occasion came some 
some months later. We had been on 
safari for several weeks, and had re 
turned to Nairobi for two or three 
days. It was the “psychological mo- 
ment” for something new in the way 
of food. The stage was all set for 
We called it the Newland-Tarliton pud- 
ding that would have delighted all the

gastronomes and epicures of history. 
We called it the Newland-Tariton pud- 
ding because it was the-joint crea- 
tion of Mrs, Newland and Mrs. Tariton. 
One wrote the poetry in it and the 
other set it to music. We ate it so 
thoroughly that the plates looked as 
clean as new. Cunningham was there, 
dressed up for the first time in months, 
and the way that pudding disappeared 
behind his burly beard was suggestive 
of the magic of Kellar or Hermann. 

Recipe Worthy of Home Consumption. 

The rectpe of this pudding is wor- 
thy of export to the United States, so 
here it 1s, Tt really is a combination 
ef two puddings, served together and 
eaten at the same time. 

The Newland Banana Custard. 

“Boil three large cupfuis of milk 
Mix a” tablespoonful of corn flour 
with a little cold milk just to make 
it into a paste. Add four eggs well 
beaten and mix together with three 
tablespoonfuls of sugar. Put into 
the boiled milk and stir until it thick- 
ens. but don’t let it boil. When taken 
off, add one teaspoonful of vanilla es- 
sence. Cut up ten bananas and put in 
a dish. Pour custard on when cool. 

Prone Shape (a le Tariton). 

Stew one-half pound prunes until 
quite soft. Remove stones and cut 
prunes small. Dissolve one-half ounce 
gelatin and add to one-quartér pound 
sugar, prunes, and kerne!s. Pour 
into wetted mold to cool, first adding 
one-half giaes of sherry. Must be 
eerved with banana cream (the New- 
land).” 

The third occasion made memorable 
by ea delicious epoch-making dish I 
shall not specify, as we have dined 
with many friends during the last 
nine months. Let it be sufficient if 
I say that it was at one of these din- 
ners or luncheons. 

In our varied gastronomical experi- 
ences we found that the cooking on 
the Englih ships was usually bad, 
while that on the German ships was 
good,. excepting the ship that took us 
from Naples to Mombasa. The Dutch 
ships. were the best of all and the 
Dutch hotels in Java were the best 
we struck outside of Paris and Lon- 
don. In comparison with the Hotel des 
Indes, in Batavia, all the rest of the 
hotels of the Orient can be mentioned 
only in a furtive way. It was a revela- 
tion of excellence, in perfect keeping 
with the charm and beauty of Java as 
a whole. ¢ 

But we were speaking of things to 
eat. 

Rice Tafel an “Afternoon Dish.” 

At the Hotel des Indes they served 
us a modest little dish called rice tafel, 
or “rijs-tafel.”. You have to go to 
luncheon early in order to eat it be- 
fore dinner time. It was served by 
twenty-four waiters, marching in sin- 
gie file, the line extending from the 
kitchen to the table and then return- 
ing by a different line of march to the 
kitchen. It was fifteen minutes passing 
a given point. Each waiter carried a 
dish containing one of the fifty-seven 
ingredients of the grand total of the 
rice tafel. You helped yourself with 
one arm until that got tired, then used 
the other. When you were all ready to 
begin your plate looked like a rice- 
covered bunker on a golf course. 
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Rice tafel is a famous dish in Java. 
It is served at tiffin, and ‘after you have 
eaten it you waddle to your room ina 
congested state and sleep it off. After 
my first rice tafel I dreamed I was a 
log jam, and that lumber jacks with 
cant hooks were trying to pry me 
apart. 

As the recipe for rice tafel is not to 
be found in any cook book on account 
of its length, we give it here even if 
you won't believe it. To a large heap 
of rice add the following:

Safari a Congress of Nations. 

Our cook, Abdullah, was not the 
only interesting type in our safari. 
Among our dusky colleagues there 
were thirteen different tribes repre- 
Bented. It was a congress of nations 
and a Babel of tongues. Some of the 
porters became conspicuous figures 
early in the march, while some were 
60 lacking in individuality that they 
seemed like newcomers even after 
four months out. 

Of this latter class Hassan Moham- 
med was not one. 

Hassan was my chief gunbearer, and 
for pious devotion to the Mohammedan 
faith he was second to none. Iie was 
the “‘chantecler” of our outfit. Every 
morning at 4 o'clock, regardless of the 
weather, he would crawl out of his 
tent, drape himself in a white sheet, 
and cry out his prayers to Mecca. It 
was his voice that woke the camp, 
and the immediate answer to his pray- 
ers was sometimes quite irreverent, 
especially from the Wakamba porters, 
who were accustomed to sit up nearly 
all night gambling. 

‘Hassan was a Somali, strictly hon- 
est and faithful. He had the Somali’s 
love of a rupee, and there was no dan- 
Ser or herdship that he would rect 
undergo in the hope of baksheesh. It 
is the African custom to baksheesh 
everybody when a lion is killed, so 
consequently the Somalis were always 
looking for lions. Perhaps he also 
prayed for them each morning. 

When we started we had four Somali 
gunbearers, euch of wauvum arvse at 
dawn to pray. As we got up in the 
high altitude, where tne mornings 
were bitter cold, the number of sup- 
pliants dwindled down to one, and 
Hassan was the sold survivor. No cold 
or rain or early rising could cool the 
fierce religious ardor that burned 
within him. 

Ever Lions Stood No Show. 

Long before daybreak we would 
hear his voice raised in a sing-song 
prayer full of strange runs and weird 
minors. The lions that roared and 
grunted near the camp would pause 
in wonder and then steal away as the 
sound of Hassan’s devotions rang out 
through the chilly, dew-laden dawn. 
And as if fifteen minutes of morning 
prayer was not enough to keép him 
even with his religious obligations, he 
went through two more long recitals 
in the afternoon and at night. 

I sometimes thought that behind 
his fervent 7 
siderable pride in his voice, for he in- 
troduced many interesting by-products 
of harmony that sounded more or less 
extraneous to beth music and prayer. 
Nevertheless, Hassan was consistent. 
He never lied, he never stole, and it 
was part of his personal creed of hon- 
or to stard by his master in case of 
danger. Somali gunbearers are a good 
deal of a nuisance about a camp, part- 
ly because they are the aristocrats of 
Africa and demand large salaries, but 
chiefly because they require certain 
kinds of food that their religion fre- 
quires them to eat. This is often dif- 
ficult to sécure when far from sources 
of supplies, and in consequence the 
equilibrium of camp harmony is sore- 
ly disturbed.

Gunbesarer Converted “Camel Man.” 

I sometimes suspected that Hassan 
was not really a-gunbearer, but was 
merely a “camel man,” who was 
tempted from his flocks by the high 
pay that African gunbearers receive. 
Notwithstanding this, he was courage- 
ous, faithful, willing, honest, good at 
skinning, and personally an agreeable 
compénion during the months that we 
were together. I got to Mke him, and 
often during our rests after long hours 
afield we would talk of our travels and 
adventures. 

One day we stopped at the edge of 
A little bridge crossed 
the stream and I remembered that the 
equator is supposed to pass directly 
across the middle of this. bridge. It 
struck me as being quite noteworthy, 
So I tried to tell Hassan all about it. 
I was hampered somewhat because he 
didn’t know that the world was round, 
but after some time I got him to agree 
to that fact. Then by many illustra- 
tions I endeavored to describe the 
equator and told him it crossed the 
bridge. He got up and looked, but 
seemed unconvinced as well as unime 
pressed. Then I told him that it was 
an imaginary line that ran around the 
world right’ where it was fullest—half 
way between the north pole and the 
south pole. He brightened up at this 
and hastened to tell me that he had 
heard of the north Pole from a man 
on a French ship. Ag I preserved in 
my geographical lecture he gradually 
became detached from my point of 
view, and when we finished I was talk- 
ing equator and he was talking about 
a friend of his who had once been to 
Rotterdam. 

The lecture was a “draw.” But I 
noticed with satisfaction that when we 
Walked across the bridge he looked 
furtively between each crack as if ex- 
pecting to see something. 

Hassan Respected by Whole Camp. 

It was rather a curious thing, speak- 
ing of Hassan, to observe the respect 
with which the other natives treated his 
daily religious devotions. He was the 
only one in camp who prayed—at least 
openly—and as he knelt and bowed 
and went through the customary form 
of a Mohammedan prayer there was 
never the slightest disposition to make 
fun of him. In a camp of a hundred 
white men I feel sure that one of them 
who prayed aloud three times a day 
would.kardly have escaped a g00d deal 
of irreverent ridicule from those about 
him. The natives in Our camp never 
creamed of questioning Hassan’'s right 
to worship in any way he pleased, and 
the life and activities of the camp 
flowed along smoothly as if uncon- 
scious of the white robed figure whose 
voice sang out his praises of Allah. 
‘1 e@ whole camp seemed to have «a 
deep respect for Hassan. 

Abdi, our headman, was also a Somali 
» but of a different tribe. He was from 
Jubaland and had lived many years 
with white men. In all save color he 
| Was more white than black. He was 
| handsome, good tempered, efficient and 
80 kind to his men that sometimes the 
discipline of the camp suffered because 
of it. It was Abdi’s duty to direct 
the porters in their work of moving 
,camp, distributing loads, pitching 
}camp, getting wood for the big camp- 
} fires, punishing delinqyents—and, in 
‘fact, to see that the work of the 
}8afari was done. 

One night after we had been most 
‘successful in a big lion hunt during 
the day Abdi came to the mess tent, 
where we were lingering over a par- 
ticularly good dinner. Abdi asked for 
his orders for the following day and 
-then, seeing that we were in a talka- 
.tive mood, he stopped a while to join 
in the stories of lion hunting. 

After a time he told a couple of his 
own that he had brought from his 
boyhood home in Jubaland. They are 
so remarkable that vou don’t have to 
believe them unless you want to. 

Abdi, a Black Opie Dilidock. 
ABDI'S STORY ABOUT HIS UNCLE 
AND THE LIONS. 

“Once upon a time my uncle, who 
was a great runner, encountered six 
man-eating lions sitting in the road. 
He took ‘his pear and tried to kill 
them, but they divided, three on each 
side of the road. So he took to his 
heels. To the next town it was twelve 
‘hours’ march, but he ran it in ten 
hours, the lions in hot pursuit every 
minute of the time. When he reached 
the town he jumped over the thorn 
bush zareba, d the lions, close be- 
hind him, jumped over after him and 
were killed by his spear, one after the 
other.” 

It soufds like a 
story, doesn’t it? 
ABDI'S STORY ABOUT THE 

SOMALI AND THE LION. 
> “Once upon a time there was a Sa- 
moli who was warned not to go down 
|@ certain road on account of the man- 
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ed with knife and spear. For a week 
he marched, sleeping in the trees at 
night and marching during the day. 
One day he suddenly came upon a big 
lion sitting in the road. He stopped, 
sharpened a little stick which he held 
‘in his left hand. Then he wrapped the 
‘tobe’ or blanket, around his left hand 
and arm. He then advanced to the 
-lion and when it opened its mouth to 
bite him he thrust the sharp stick in- 
side, up and down, thus gagging the 
lion. Then with his two hans ac field 
the lion ‘by its ears fo; cares t@ays. 
‘He coujdn’t let go bectuse te ion 
|.would maul him with its Besvy ‘paw. 
._He was thus in quite a fix. 
“Binally another Somali came along 
‘and he asked the newcomer to hold 
the lion while he killed it with his 
spear. The other Somali consented 
Land seized the lion by the ears. Then 
the first Somali laughed long and loud 
and«said, ‘I’ve held him three days, 
now you hold him three days.” Then 
he stalked down the road and disap- 
eared. 
Gouna! held the lion and then by the 
same subterfuge turned it over to a 
third Somali. By this time the lion 
was pretty tired, so after one day the 
Somali shook the lion hard and then 
took out his knife and stabbed it to 
-death.” 
gt Opie Dilldock could not have 
done better. 

Sulimani a Study in Snuff. 

Syulimani was my second gunbearer. 
His name wasn’t Sulimani, but some- 
ene gave him that name because his 
own Kikuyu name was too hard to 
pronounce and impossible to remem- 
ber. Sulimani was quite a study. He 
had the savage’s love of snuff and 
when not eating or sleeping he was 
taking pinches of that narcotic from 
fan old kodak tin. In consequence he 
had the chronic appearance of being 
full of dope. He ‘walked along as 
though in a trance, He never seemed 
to be looking anywhere except at the 
stretch of trail directly in front of 
him. His thoughts were far away, or 
else there were no thoughts at all. TI 
often watched him and wondered what 
he was thinking about. 

Sulimani was never especially com- 
municative with the other natives, yet 
I soon perceived that they all had a 
deep respect for him. . It was some 
time before I discovered the reason. 

Sulimani was really one of the best 
natural hunters in the whole safari. 
He had a native*instinct for tracking 
that was wonderful; he had courage 
that was fatalistic, and he seemed to 
know what an animal would do and 
where it would go under certain con- 
ditions. Beneath that dopey somno- 
lence of manner his senses were alert 
and his eyes were usually the first to 
see distant game. 

He had originally been a porter 
when we started out, but I gave him 
a new suit of khaki and promoted him 
to the position of second gunbearer. 
As long as we were in touch with civ- 
ilization he kept that khaki suit In a 
condition of spotlessness, but when we 
got out in the wilds, away from the 
girls, it soon became stiff with blood 
stains and dirt. The natural savage 
instinct became predominant; he re- 
verted to type. 

Savage Splendor Gradually Resumed. 

His jaunty red fez was replaced hy 
a headgear made of the beautiful skin 
of a Uganda cob. Ostrich and maribou 
feathers stuck out from the top, while 
upon his feet were sandals made from 
the thick skin of a waterbuck. A 
zebra tail was fashioned into a sheath 
for his skinning knife, so that, little 
by little, he resolved himself back into 
a condition of savage splendor. He 
usually did most of my skinning, and 
that being dirty work I was disposed 
to be tolerant with the disgraceful 
condition of his khaki suit. 

Finally we approached civilization 
once more and I told Sulimani that 
he’d have to clean up, otherwise the 
girls wouldn't like him. I gave him 
half a day off to wash his clothes and 
he dutifully disappeared from society 
for that period. When he once more 
turned up he was resplendent in his 
clean clothes. And as we marched 
along toward Nairobi he broke his 
long silence by bursting into song. 
For a day or two it was the wonder 
of the camp, but he was quite uncon- 
scious of it. Music was in his soul 
and the germ of love was churning it 
up. And so he sang as he marched 
along and his thoughts were racing 
ahead of him to the “sing-sing” girls 
who wait tn Nairobi for returning 
porters with rupees to spend. 

Akeley’s Remedies Work Wonders. 

The general average of health in the 
safari was high. Only one porter died 
in the four months and more that we 
were out, but in spite of the low mor- 
tality there were many cases that came 
up for treatment. Akeley, with his 
long experience as a hunter and ex- 
plorer, acted as the health department 
of the camp. His three or four rem- 
edies for all ills were quinine, calomel, 
witeb hazel, and zinc oxide adhesive 
plaster. And it was simply amazing 
what those four things could do when 
applied to the naturally healthy con- 
stitutions of the blacks. He eured a 
boed tendon.with witch hazel and 
adhesive plaster tm three or four days. 
A qgvhite man would have gone to a 
hospital for weeks. 

There were two cqyymon complaints. 
One was fever, but the fiercest fever 
took to it# heels when charged by Gen- 
eral Quinine and General Calomel. The

) arose from abrasions and cuts. There 
was always a string of porters lined 
up for treatment and each went away 
happy with large pieces of adhesive 
plaster decorating his ebony skin. A 
simple piece of this plaster cured the 
worst and most inflamed cut, anid it 
was seldom that a man came back for 
@ second treatment. The plaster re- 
mained on until, weeks afterward, it 
fell off from sheer weariness. 

And once in a while there would be 
knife wounds, for whenever we killed 
a zebra as meat for the porters there 
would be a frenzied fight over the 
body. Each man, with knife out, was 
fighting for the choice pieces. It was 
like a scrimmage of human vultures— 
fighting, clawing, slashing, and ren4d- 
ing with blood-and meat fiying about 
in a horrifying manner. I used to 
marvel that many were not killed, be- 
cause each one was armed with a 
knife and each one was frenzied with 
savage greed. However, only once in a 
while did we have to treat the injured 
from this cause. Two men could fight 
for ten minutes over a piece of meat 
or a bone, but when finally the owner- 
ship was settled, the victor could toss 
his meat to the ground with the cer- 
tainty that no one else would take it. 


“Friday” the Prise Tent Boy. 

Jumma was my tent boy—a Wa- 
kamba with filed teeth. Jumma its the 
Swahili word for Friday and is about 
as common a name in East Africa as 
John is in white communities. I sup- 
pose I ought to call him “my man 
Friday,” but he was so dignified that 
no one would dream of taking such 
a liberty with him, Jumma’s thoughts 
ran to clothes. He wore a neat khaki 
suit—biouse and “shorts,” 
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blue putties, a pair of stout shoes, and 
a dazzling red fez, from which sprang 
@ long waving ostrich feather. My 
keyring hung at his belt, while around 
his waist a neat watch was fastened. 
The longest march, through mud and 
rain and wind and sun, would find 
him as trim and clean at the finish as 
though he had just stepped out of a 
bandbox. Jumma had the happy 
faculty of never looking rumpled, a 
trick which I tried hard to learn, but 
all in vain. He was as biack as 
ebony, yet his features were rather 
HNke those of a Caucasian; in fact, he 
Strikingly resembled an old Chicago 
friend of mine. ; 

Among our porters there were many 
types of features, and in a curious 
way many of them resembled people 
we had known at home. One porter 
had the eyes and expression of a 
young north side girl; another had the 
walk and features of a prominent 
young Chicago man; and so on. They 
had Caucasian features, but the color 
was black. 

Saa Sitaa was one of our brightest 
porters. His name means “6 o'clock” 
in Swahili, 6 o’clock being our noon 
and our midnight. Just why he was 
gwiven this significant name I never 
discovered. Perhaps he was born at 
that hour. It always used to amuse 
me to hear Abde calling out “Enjani 
hapa, Saa _ Sitaa’”’ (“Come here, Six 
O'clock”). 

Baa Baa was a porter who always 
used to sing a Queer native chant in 
which those words were predominant. 
He would sing it by the hour wh'le 
on the march, and before long his 
real name was replaced by the new 
one. Henceforth he will no doubt 
eontinue to be Baa Baa. He Was pro- 
moted from porter to camera bearer. 
but one day he could not be found 
when most needed, and he was reduc’ 
back to the ranks. I never heard him 
His heart was broken.

of manufacture was known to but very. 


few oapie, the secret’ being carefully 

The Charleston people decided to en- 
ter the business of manufacturing from 
the raw material, and Mr. Martin was 
employed to investigate the process, 
and, if possible, learn the metho4s em- 
ployed. He spent a very considerable 
time in Phil@ielphia and other enst- 
ern cities, managed to see the work 
in process and gained a general knowl- 
edge of the operation. 

“A sight of the work in progress,” 
said Mr. Martin, in discussing the mat- 
ter yesterday, “gave me an idéa of the 
principles employed,and a pretty ther- 
ough knowledge of textile manufac- 
turing and mechanical principles made 
the problem rather an easy one. When 
TY became satisfied that we could ac- 
complish the end desired, my clients 
were so advised, and I was immediate- 
ly commissioned to design a plant, pur- 
chase necessary equipment and super- 
intend its installation. AT! of this has 
been accomplished and the plant is 
iow in operation, literally converting 
rock into yarn and cloth. The rock 
fs first crushed in a Chillian mill. This 
fiberizes the stock thoroughly; it be- 
comes quite as delicate in texture as 
ginned cotton. It then goes to the 
cards. Two-set wool cards and mule 
spinning are used for the work, all 
being modified and adapted for asbes- 
tos. The spooling, twisting and weav- 
ing is done on standard cotton mill 
equipment, with slight modifications 
to suit the peculiar nature of the 
work. 

“The supply of raw material, as- 
bestos fiber rock, is now coming from 
Canada. But I verily believe that our 
Georgia asbestos deposits can be made 
to yield a grade of rock suittable for 
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T. H. MARTIN, 
Consulting Engineer. 


textile working. With but one ex- 
ception, the southern deposits have not 
been worked to any great depth, and 
it is altogether probable that the 
lower stratas of the deposits would 
show good fiber. The top workings of 
all the southern deposits would show 
only a short fider of character suit- 
able for the ms«nufacture of fireproof- 
ing materials, )"ipe coverings, etc. The 
high-grade Canada rock is taken from 
a very considerable depth. The min- 
ing is expensive, but the high-grade 
rock ts worth from 10 to 15 cents per 
pound at the mines, according to 
length and quality of fiber. 

“But there is no reason why our 
southern asbestos deposits should be 
neglected, even though they may never 
develop rock of the best quality, and 
there is nothing to prevent the profit- 
able manufacture here in the south of 
commodities using the low grade rock 
that shows in great abundance. There 
is quite an extensive working, now 
carried on for several years, near 
Clarkesville, Ga., the raw mate- 
rial being shipped away for manufac- 
ture in the north. The finished prod- 
uct is used all over the south, and 
is purchased in car load lots. The 
freight paid on the raw material to 
the north and on the manufactured 
product back to the south would make 
a handsome profit for the southern 
manufacturer. The process of manu- 
facture is simple and the work could 
be done here in the south quite as 
well as in the north.” 


MAN ROOSEVELT FORETOLD? 


Danville, 11)., May 21.—(Special.) 
Representatives of important interests 
have been in Danville the last few 
days investigating the merits of a 
dévicée to stop loss of life and prop- 
erty on railroads. With much secrecy 
but with great detail tests were made 


some months ago of a device which is: 


as absolute in its working as the air- 
brake. Negotiations for the contro! of 
the device have been pending at dif- 
ferent times and representatives of 
Pittsburg. New York, Kansas City ard 
other intérests Have made-~ unsuccess- 
fu} attempts to secure the control. 

, Unusual interest manifested at the 
patent office in Washington concern- 
ing this new automatic signal, which 
all agree will reduce greatly the grow- 
fuga sacrifice of life and property on 
American railroads, is because no less 
a personage than Theodore Roosevelt 
ip a message to congress in the spring 
of 1907, following the Terra Cotta dis- 
aster near Washington, demanded an 
audible signal in the cab of the loco- 
motive, one that if not heeded would 
cause the automatic stopping of the 
train. 

President Roosevelt at that time 
eania he felt sure that American in- 
genuity would produce such @ device. 
Shortly after these remarks the patent 
office at Washington granted patents 
to F. M. Collard, a fellow-townsman 
ef Speaker Cannon, and a locomotive 
engineer, for a device which practical- 
iy cures human fallibility so. far as it 
relates to the main dangers in the op- 
eration of railroads. 

Owing to the secrecy which has 
been thrown around the tests of the 
device, few details can be secured, but 
the people who are investigating the 
matter have made sufficient progress 
to promise public tests within a very 
short time in passenger trains and 
electric cars, which will be run at full 
speed towards open switches and 
stopped without shock but effectively 


by the Collard signal. 
It has been learned, however, that 
the device absclutely protects against 
open switches, misplaced signals or the 
ignorirg of signals by engineers. The 
éevice consists of obstructions called 
trips, placed on the ties outside of the 
rail in such @ position that they are 
canght by a trigger on the locomo- 
tive. When the trigger touches the 
trip it sounds a whistle in the caband 
aiso brings the train to a standstill 
diess of the action of the en- 
gineer. These track projections or 
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trips are either permanent, movable 
or portable. The movable ones are 
connected with the block-signal sys- 
tem or switches. If a switch is open 
a trip is automatically set to stop the 
locomotive, and this is accomplished 
long béfore the locomotive reaches the 
switch or point of danger. 

The same thing is true when a sig- 
nal is set agairst a train. Unless the 
track {is cleared and the proper “go- 
ahead” signal shown, the trip remains 
in a position to engage the trigger on 
the locomotive, thus stopping the train. 
Portable trips may be carried by flag- 
men of all trains. They weigh ten to 
twelve pounds each and can be put in 
a position ito absolutely stop a follow- 
ing train regardless of everything. In 
fog or bad weather, engineers run by 
flags or signals, and many of the most 
disastrous collisionge have been due to 
this cause. ‘his new device is neither 
electrical ner of a character which 
will easily get out of order. It will 
work whenever the air-brake of a 
train works. 

The people interested who are here 
now believe that it will. solve the 
question of the terrible loss of life, 
limb and property, which is ever in- 
creasing on the American railroads. 
For the first nineteen yeare that the 
interstete commerce commission col- 
lected facts about railroad accidents, 
nearly 6,000. passengers and over 4,800 
employees were killed. In the same 
length of time over 1,000,000 were 
crippled, scalded or invalided. Ter- 
rife as thie ts, it is only emphasized 
by the fact that the danger of rallroad 
travel doubled in 1905 over 1896, or an 
increase of 10 per cent a year. Sub- 
sequent years are also showing an in- 
crease. 

In fact, so great is the percentage 
of risk tn railroad trave} in the United 
States as compared with foreign coun- 
tries that an organized effort to im- 
prove conditions is being agitated. 
Those in favor of new legislation 
along this line cite a table prepared 
by Carroll] W. Doten, of the Masga- 
chusetis Institute of Technology. That 
table shows that per million passen- 
gers carried on railroads in five dif- 
ferent foreign countries and in the 
United States the number killed in 
1902 by accidents was as follows:

Georgia's peach crop, which will be 
worth a couple of million dollars net, 
or more, to the Georgia fruit grower, 
is beginning to be marketed. The 
first shipment was received in Atlanta - 
this week and the luscious Georgia 
fruit sold for $3 a crate. 

Assistant Manager H. D. Marks, who 
is in charge of the exchange during 
the absence of Manager I. M. Fleming 
in the west, predicts carload shipments 
from south Georgia during the coming 
week. Over six hundred Georgia fruit 
growers are now members of the 
Georgia Fruit Exchange, representing 
over 65 per cent of the growers in 
the state. This means that practically 
all of the fruit grown in Georgia will 
be marketed through the exchange 
this year, as was the case last year. 

Fruit crop failures in neighboring 
states will make Georgia supply prac- 
tically all of the country during the 
next two months.

The belle of the Cincinnati Bien- 
nial- was Mrs. Chariotte B. Wilbour, 
of New York city, the or- 
ganizer of the New York  Sorosis, 
mother of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. 

The writer was told by “Jennie 
June,” Mrs. Croly that in the early 
days Mrs. Wilbour, Mrs. Emerson 
Brown and herself exchanged postals 
of congratulations upon the federation 
of each new club. But the organiza- 
tion progressed at such a rate that 
the postals were necessarily G@iscon- 
tinued. Mrs, Croly, the pioneer news- 
paper and club woman, and Mrs. Brown 
trys first president, have passed to the 
world beyond, but Mrs. Wilbour is 
Still an active club woman at 81 years.

“I am the daughter of John Story 
Cleghorn, whose service to the confed- 
erate cause was as follows: A full rec- 
ord is attached to this paper of his 
services. 

“My uncle, Captain William BH. Cleg- 
horn, enlisted in the confederate serv- 
ioe at Summerville, Ga., in March, 1361, 
as first lieutenant. His company wes 
attached to the Ninth Georgia regi- 
mem as Company. ‘B,’ said regiment, 
with the Seventh, Eighth and Dleventh 
Georgia, composed the celebrated Gen- 
eral G. T. Anderson's (Tige Andereon) 
brigade, Géeneral Longstreet’s division

she fails io preserve the details of the 
part taken by her family in this war 
of the sixties.

Sketch of McIntosh. 

William McIntosh was the son of a 
Scotchman, Captain William McIntosh, 
an officer in the British army, and a 
full-blooded Indian woman. He was, 
through his father, a first cousin to 
George M. Troup, then governor of 
General McIntosh was a man 
of fine appearance and elegant man- 
ners, and was head chief of several 
Creek tribes. In the Seminole war he 
Was General Andrew Jackson's right- 
hand man; indeed, to him and his 
Creek followers much of the credit for 
that victory is due. In the war of 1812 
Sgainst Great Britain, he and his fol- 
Jowers took sides with the United 
Btates government. Congress, in rec- 
Ognition of his service, made him a 
brigadier ‘general and placed him on 
the government pay roll. 

He was a man of wealth, and lived 
with his two Indian wives tn a two- 
story mansion (fine for those days) at 
the McIntosh reservation on the banks 
of the Chattahoochee river, surrounded 
Dy many heads of cattle and negro 
slaves. 

In 1824 McIntosh was the disttn- 
guished head of one faction of the 
Creek nation, but there was a rival 
Saction which was headed by “Big 
Warrior.” Governor Troup was bend- 
ing every effort to procure, through 
the United States government, by 
treaty with the Indians, the vast lands 
west of the Ocmulgee river. General 
McIntosh, who was far-sighted enough 
to see that the Indians must go west, 

nd might as well go peaceably, was in 

avor of the treaty. “Big Warrior” 
and his followers were opposed, and in 
their council passed a law sentencing 
to death anyone who ceded away In- 
Gian terfitury. Finally an agreement 
was made, “Big Warrtor” alone op- 
posing, which resulted .in the treaty of 
1821 on March 2. By this treaty all 
the rich lands between the Ocmulgee 
and Flint rivers were ceded to the gov- 
ernment except a portion of the Ward 
plantation and 640 acres around Indian 
Springs, the medical properties of 
which McIntosh well understood. These 
reservations became the property of 
McIntosh. : 
Fameus Meeting of 1825. 

Governor Troup still was not satis- 
fied: he wanted all the Indian lands 
in Georgia, so by agreement, all par- 
ties met at Indian Springs early in 
February, 1825. The government 
agents were protected by troops, and 
there was a large force of the opposing 
Indian factions present. The negotia- 
tions were conducted in the hotel (the 
present Varner house). Under this 
treaty all Indian possessions in Geor- 
gia were ceded to the government, and 
the Indians were to be moved west 
by September of the following year. 
This proposition put the opposing fac- 
tion, led by the silver-tongued Indian, 
Hopoethieyoholo, in a rage; he seized 
the opportunity to give vent to his long 
pent-up anger and, jumping upon a 
large rock at the south end of the 
Varner house, he gave vent to his feel- 
ings in the following words: 

“Brothers: The Great Spirit has met 
here with his painteq children of the 
woods and their pale-face brethren. I 
see his golden locks. in the sunbeams; 
he fans the warrior’s brow with his 
Wings and whispers sweet music in 
the winds; the beetle joing his hymn 
and the mockingbird his song. You

A snake has been led in 
the shade, and you are running into

‘ An interesting event of Wednesday 
evening was the presentation of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
medal, which is given annually by the 
Atlanta chapter te the girl in Wash- 
ington seminary who writes the best 
essay on “Women of the Revolution.” 
The occasion of the presentation was 
the commencement exercises which 
took place at the Grand opera house 
before a large audience. The officers 
of the Atlanta chapter occupied a box 
as the guests of honor, and the 
medal was beautifully presented by 
Hon. Hooper Alexander, who spoke 
very fittingly of the place women of 
the country filled in those trying times. 

‘The medal this vear was won by 
Miss Amelia Whitaker. The papers, 
twenty-one in number, were all of ex- 
cellent merit. Those besides the win- 
ner who received honorable mention 
were Miss Tracy L’Engle, Miss Lollie 
Bell Fuller and Miss Mary Dull. Miss 
Dull holds the scholarship which is 
given in Washington seminary by the 
Atlanta chapter.

He and his followeres left that night 
and the next day, February 1825, 
General McIntosh and a few lesser 
chiefs signed the treaty. The next 
year, when Butts county was laid out 
and all the Indian territory prepared 


to be drawn by lot by settlers, the 


state of Georgia reserved ten acres 
around the spring for the benefit of 
her citizens then and thereafter, which 
she etill holds and they enjoy. 

But the brave General McIntosh paid 
with his life for the great service he 
rendered the state of Georgia. The 
fury of the Indians knew no bounds, 
and they resolved to kilk McIntosh, 
which resolution was carried out in the 
most approved Indian style on May 1, 
18325. This foul midnight murder was 
committed at the McIntosh home on 
the Chattahoochee river a few miles 
from Carrollton, Ga. and this ig also 
one of Georgia's most historic spots, 
and one day a grateful state wij] erect 
a monument here to thig heroic man to 
whom she owes so much. 

The tablet of the Piedmont Conti- 
nental Chapter will be placed on the 
big rock from which Hopothleyoholo’s 
famous speech was made, and will 
commemorate the signing of the 
treaty. The desk still stands in the

Anti-Tubercul osis. 


In 1908 the Anti-Tuberculosig com- 
mittee sold $1,472 Red Cross stamps 
in Atlanta alone. Nearly every olub 
has an active health committee We 
have three strong City Federations. 
The Atlanta City Federation numbers 
seventy clubs with 5,000 members. Last 
January, in conjunction’: with the 
Chamber gf Commerce, it made an 
aggressive and successful campaign 
for water, sewers and schools. 

Two incidents of the Georgia club 
world merit special mention. The club 
women of Acworth, a small village, 
following the example of the old 
woman of nursery fame who went 
from the sky, 
Gonned their sun-bonnets, took brooms 
in their hands and swept clean the 
Streets of their town. The village 
civic authorities, it is needless to say, 
required no repetition of this objeet 
lesson. 2 

A delegate from Gray reported at 
the Federation meeting last November 
that of the forty-three families living 
at the station, tirty-elght belonged to 
the Civic Improvement Club.

Washington, May 21.-—President Taft, 
Mrs. Taft, Colonel Roosevelt, King 
George, of England; President Diaz, of 
Mexico, and William. Jennings Bryan, 
were made life members of the World's 
Sunday School Association in the con- 
vention here today, amid scenes of 
great enthusiasm. 

For each of those so honored $1,000 
had to be subscribed and in the case 
of Colonel Roosevelt, the chairman of 
the convention, by popular demand, 
limited subscriptions to §1. 

A delegate from Canada started the 
enthusiasm. 

“I nominate William H. Taft for a 
life membership and Canada pledges 
$100 towards it,’”’ he shouted. A roar 
of applause went up. The remaining 
$900 was subscribed in a flash. Mrs. 
Taft’s name was then proposed and her 
$1,000 “initiation” promptly made up. 

A delegate from South Carolina 
proposed King George and there was 
a race to subscribe and Toronto only 
managed to get in tenth place with 
its $100, so quick the response. 

Wild for Roosevelt. 

Then a man in a center aisle shouted: 

“I nominate Theodore Roosevelt.” 

The effect was almost magical. Men 
hopped on chairs, shouting; women 
frantically waved handkerchiefs. It 
looked like the republican. national 
convention scene when Colonel Roosev- 
velt was nominated for president. 

The chairman withheld the nomina- 
tion at that moment, but with diffi- 
culty. He confessed that he intended 
to hold the name of Roosevelt until 
the last to keep up the enthusiasm in 
subscriptions. In the meanwhile the 
name of Prestdent Diaz was proposed 
and the necessary $1,000 was quickly 
subscribed. 

The chair then held the subdscrip- 
tions for Colonel Roosevelt to be in 
order and limited amounts to $1 each. 
Men with hats and baskets went down 
aisles and returned with a stack .of 
bank notes before the hall had been 
half covered. 

Bryan Is Named. 

A youthful orator, with raven hair, 
wot the attention of the chair.

The applause had not died down be- 
fore a voice shouted: ‘Nebraska sub- 
scribes the first hundred.’’

But the Husband Is Relieved 


From Paying Alimony of 
$150 Per Month 


HUNDLEY, ON THE STAND, 
CALLS JENNISON “BRUTE 


Jennison’s Attorney Questions 
Hundley Concerning Tele- 
grams Sent to Mrs. Jennison 
and His Trip to New York. 
Plaintiff’s Lawyer Terms Jen- 
nison ‘‘Modern Othello.” 


Piacing the adopted daughter, Na- 
omi, in the custody of Mrs. Irene Hart 
Jennison, to be supported by Walter 
R. Jennison, and freeing the latter 
from paying Mrs. Jennison temporary 
alimony, Judge George L. Bell, in the 
superior court, yesterday, handed down 
his decision in the contempt proceed- 
ings brought by Mrs. Jennison. 

In announcing his decision, Judge 
Bell stated that he was not consid- 
ering the phases of the case where W. 
C. Hundley figured. 

Whether or not Hundley’s relations 
with Mrs. Jennison were of such a na- 
ture as to substantiate Jennison’s 
charge, Judge Bell said he would pre- 
fer for the jury which will hear the 
divorce case, to decide. 


Points Are Settled. 

By Judge Bell's decision, the follow- 
ing points were settled: 

Jennison not in contempt for failing 
to pay Mrs. Jennison temporary ali- 
mony of $150 per month, acoording to 
recent agreement, and he ifs relieved 
of paying temporary alimony. 

Mrs. Jennison is given the custody 
of Naomi Jennison, their 13-year-old 
adopted daughter, and Jennison is per- 
mitted to see the child: at any time he 
may see fit. 

Jennison must pay $50, per month for 
the support of the child since: January, 
or the sum of $250, and miist pay $50 
per month for her support from May 1 
until the divorce case is settled. 


Child’s Love Piays Part. 

Little Naomi’s love for her adopted 
mother played an important role in 
the fight for her custody. Her future 
was paramount to all other features 
of the case, according to Judge Bell's 
words. 

The ruling was made at 6 o’clock in 
the afternoon, following brilliant argu- 
ment from leading cfunsel on both 
sides. 

Attorney Reuben R. Arnold, leading 
counsel for Jennison; reviewing in de- 
tail the evidence, dwelt strongly on 


‘those features of the testimony which 


showed, he said, that W. C. Hundley 
and Mrs. Jennison were deeply in- 
fatuated with each other, an infatua- 
tion that had turnea aside the latter's 
love for her husband. 

This unlawful love, Attorney Arnold 
declared, was spurred-on to intensity 
by the agency of whisky. 

“When a man is in a fix Hundley is 
in,” said Mr. Arnold, “there are but 
two things for him to do—run or bluf. 
He has decided to pursue the latter 
course, and, in my opinion, he is doing 
it like a thorough gentleman.” 


Jennison as Modern Othello. 


Attorney James IL. Anderson, of An- 
derson, Felder, Rountree & Wilson. 
leading counsel for Mrs. Jennison and 
Hundley, depicted Jennison as a mod- 
ern Othello. 

Repudiated after many years of hap- 
py married life, during which not a 
whisper of suspicion was felt against 
her goodness, Jennison, Attorney An- 
derson declared, was doing his best to 
drag before public scorn the name of 
a good woman, regardless as to whom 
else was hurt. 

Attorney Anderson attacked the tes- 
timony introduced by Jenhison and the 
methods he used for securing it. He 
said that the only evidence given in 
was hired evidence—evidence which he 
said Jennison had paid $1,600 to private 
detectives to gather up. He said that 
in order for a court to condemn Mrs.

He Is: Spending Money Freely 
in Effort to Stop the Traffic 
and He Says He Has Not 
Even Begun to Fight for Puri- 
fication.

New York, May 21.—(Special.)—-The 
Rockefeller family is used to big un- 
dertakings, but the task of purging 
New York city, which young Mr. John 
D. Rockefeller, :Jr., has taken upon 
himself, is one which has taxed and 
discouraged reformers of great variety 
for many years. 

The results of Mr. 
forts so far are: 

Belle Moore, a white slave dealer, 
is in jail awaiting sentence next week. 

Two others, charged with being 
white slave dealers, are under indict- 
ment. 

Six Raines law hotels of shady rep- 
utations in the tenderloin have fallen 
under police ban and Mayor Gaynor 
will ask that their Ucenses be re 
voked. 

Not Yet Begun te Fight. 

Ang Mr. Rockefeller declares that he 
has fiot yet begun to fight Already 
his: expenditures are said to be above 
$30,000 in his crusade against vice in 
New York. With the practical mind 
of a trained business man he has gone 
after crime with businesslike methods, 
Setting aside a sum of $50,000, which 
will be replaced with another $50,000 
and many other sums of the same size 
if needed, he employed private agents 
to investigate and report everything 
found to District Attorney Whitman. 
Then Mr. Rockefeller, called upon the 
district attorney in person and fol- 
lowed this up with a call upon Mayor 
Gaynor, when he tol4 both officials 
that he was anxious, as a good citizen, 
te use his wealth and influence to 
stamp out the vice which has been 
shown to exist here 

Mr. Rockefeller was so horrified with 
the revelationg made before the special 
grand jury, of which he was foreman, 
that he is determined to consummate 
his aims. Being a very earnest young 
man with a square jaw and plenty of 
money, he is making it hotter now for 
the tenderloin dwellers than any other 
crusader who ever attempted to purge 
New York. 

The arrests of the keepérs of Raines 
law hotels in the tenderloin was 4 
direct result of the hearings of the 
special Rockefeller grand jury. Among 
the numberless young (derelicts of 
women and girls who were rounded 
up as witnesses before the grand jury 
many of them made statements con- 
cerning the hotels in question. Mr. 
Rockefeller was not content then to 
allow thig material to go to waste as 
irrelevant. It prompted him in his de- 
sire to cleanse New York. 


Not So, Rockefeller. 

Other members of the grand jury 
passed by the testimony of many of 
the women as unimportant because it 
had no direct bearing , white 
slavery. But not so Mr. ckefeller. 
It was not long afterward unt!) he in- 
formed Mayor Gaynor that the hotels 
mentioned by the women ought to be 
closed.. Mayor Gaynor knew nothing 
of them as no complaints had been 
made, so he ordered a police investiga- 
tion. This resulted in material evi- 
dence.

Per- 
fectly safe.” 

The third message dated November 
26, read: 

“Signed, sealed and delivered. On 2:45 
train now.” 

Both the two last telegrams bore J. 
L. Anderson's name, but Hundley ad- 
mitted that he wrote and sent them. 
He testified that this was at Mr. An- 
derson’s instigation.

After reading these messages over 
to Hundley, Attorney Arnold asked him 
if they did not all refer to the Aragon 
lease and were intended to tell Mrs.

The majority of delegates will leave 
here Monday morning for their homes. 

The Closing Session. 

The afternoon session of the general 
conference was opened by Bishop H. 
C. Morrison. It has just been learned 
that Bishop Collins Denny has been 
elected secretary of the college of 
bishops. 

The discussion on the question of 
an assessment for an endowment fund 
for wornout preachers was again 
taken up and by vote of the confer- 
ence lost. A resolution was passed 
asking that a committee be appointed 
by the college of bishops consisting | 
of one bishop, two preachers and two 
laymen to consider a plan for in- 
creased activities of the laymen and 
for larger representation in the an- 
nual conferences. The pages were 
presented with a purse for efficient 
services.

Washington, May 21.—Representa- 
tive Eugene N. Foss, the newly-elected 
democratic representative from Mas-

Knocks for Stand-Patters. 


‘We recall,” said he, “how the ne- 
farious ‘stand-pat’ influence in the 
republican party by all sorts of un- 
derhand means succeeded in defeating 
all these treaties, nullifying all this 
effort and treacherously betraying and 
ussassinating ‘reciprocity in its own 
house.’ 

“The ‘stand-pat’ hierarchy sowed 
the wind and we are reaping the

terior motive? 

“T? the commission is to be merely 
an executive instrument and report 
only to the president, how is congress 
to receive the information excepting 
as the president may elect to transmit 
it, and what is to prevent the execu- 
tive department from withholding or 
suppressing or coloring such informa- 
tion, as has more than once been done 
heretofore? Is there not an evident 
fear that the control of this commis- 
sion will too soon come'into the hands 
of a democratic and reform congress?” 

“I recognize that the people have 
lost faith in the republican party 
and they ,@re no longer looking to 
them for an honest revision. The 
people have turned to the democratic 
party. Now the responsibility of an 
honest division of the tariff is up to 
the democratic party with the aid of 
the insurgent and such independent 
elements as will alley themselves 
with us.” 

Another Revision is Demandcd. 

In voicing his demand for another 
special session to revise the tariff, 
the speaker said: 

“The people demand that the re- 
vision and reduction of the tariff 
which was promised two years ago 
by the republican party be carried out 


yby the democratic party ds soon as 


the new congress can convene. The 
democratic party ought to raise the 
issue that there shall be an extra 
session convened next spring to do 
the work which this congress has 
proved faithless to. The people have 
made the immediate reduction of the 
tariff the issue and the democratic 
party must pledge itself in a most 
distinct and specific day to carry out 
this course; in order that the man- 
date shall be a compelling one: that 
the victory shall be so complete that 
the republican executive will be forced 
to acquiesce in it @nd cali con- 
gress together.” 

Mr. Foss declared that the rally cry 
should be made, “free wool and cheap 
clothing.” 

“Today,” he said, “millions of our 
people are deprived of comfort and 
health and even of life by the so- 
called protective tariff on wool and 
woolens for the benefit of the sheep 
ranchers and woolen trusts.” 

He denounced President Taft’s W'- 
nona speech, which he said had a dis- 
astrous effect upon his administration, 
and characterized part of it as “the 
only weak and lame palliation Presi- 
dent Taft could advance for the iniqui- 
ties of the woolen schedules.” 


Lower Rates on Iron and 
Mr. 


Steel. 
Foss declared for lower dutieg 


‘on sugar and said the people were 


demanding further reductions in tron 
and steel. 

“Now, at this point,” he said, “it 
seems to devolve upon me, as repre- 
sentative here in congress of this re- 
form, and as a representative manu- 
facturer in the iron and steel industry 
of New England, engaged in the pro- 
duction of important lines of ma- 
chinery, employing large numbers of 
skilled workmen and using large 
quantities of the finished products of 
the steel trust, to state publicly here 
that in my judgment my industry and 
the people employed in it would not 
suffer under free trade conditions, that 
is, if the 45 per cent duty was en- 
ttrely removed and provided these 
conditions apply to the whole iron and 
steel industry from the coal and iron 
ore up. This statement fs equally true 
of other staple industries. 

“In fact.” Mr. Foss continued, “I be. 
lieve today that under free trade con- 
ditions we can compete in the mar- 
kets of the world in most, {f not all, 
of these industries and compete . to 
better advantage than we do now.” 


Question of Revenue. 


Coming to the question of raising 
revenue, the speaker said: 

“Tt is adequate defense of 4 tariff 
law to say that it is a large tax 
producer, which simply means that it 
may lay upon the people a great bur- 
den of taxation, that it may exact from 
them vast sums of money that they 
are not able toe contribute. 

“We must have a system of taxa- 
tion which removes these abuses and 
eliminates this graft. The best and 
the only way, I believe, is through the 
income tex.” 

Mr. Foss advocated the placing of 
all raw materials upon the free list 
and declared that the burdens of 
protecti were felt as keenly by the 
employer"as by the employed. 

Finally the speaker argued for an 
“Anglo-Saxon unity” and practically 
the establishment of closer relations 
with Canada. 

Uproer Foliewed. 


An uproartous scene followed the 
conclusion of Mr. Foss’ speech. 

Mr. Hill, of Connecticut, vehemently 
tnformed the democrats that the idea 
of reciprocity which Mr. Foss advo- 
cated was ih the McKinley law, but 
the democrats had killed it in the Wil- 
son law. He demanded to know why

through ‘vith some way. He appear- 
ed to be ‘n the frame of mind of Mac- 
beth when about to murder Duncan:

“Mr. Chairman, Payne was evidently 
in a very fretful state. He also seems 
to be afflicted with a new disease— 
‘intermittent forgetfulness.” He re- 
membered, with great vividness, the 
soup houses of 1893 and 1894, but when 
it came to the soup houses of 1907, a 
very recent Occurrence, and the soup 
houses of 1873, his memory failed him 
utterly. It. does not need a psycholo- 
gist or phrenologist to account for this 
state of mind on his part, that rea- 
son being that the soup houses of 1873 
and 1907 were under republican admin- 
istration and under tariff laws passed 
by the republican party, while the sou 
houses of 1893, through the outgrowt 
of a panic caused by a republican tar- 
iff bill, sprang up when a democratic 
president was in office. 

“The gentleman declared they put 
up the tariff on hosiery and as a con- 
sequence the price of hosiery has gone 
down.

Sugar Schedule Riddle4, 


Mr. Clark then attacked the sugar 
schedules of the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law and ridiculed republican chaims 
of benefiting the people by lowering 
the tariff on refined sugar. The re- 
duction, he said, was so small, “that 
every man with common sense knows 
that the consumer will never be bene- 
fited by it in any way whatsoever.” 

“The gentleman from New York,” 
continued Mr. Clark, “seems to argue 
that to lower the tariff on an article, 
the higher will be the price to the con- 
sumer, and vice versa. That, of course, 
is utterly preposterous, and fully an- 
swered by asking the simple question: 
‘If the tariff does not put up the price 
of an article, what do the proponents 
of the tariff want with it?” To prove 
his absurd theory, he cites the fact 
that, though the tariff on lumber w 
reduced from $2 per thousand to $1.25 
a thousand, the price of lumber has 
gone up. It is true that before ‘the 
last of us get out.of Washington, in 
August, 1909, the lumber trust marked 
up the price of lumber $1 a thousand, 
and if the department of justice had 
done its duty, it would by this time 
have filled the jails so full of lumber 
trust magnates that their arms and 
legs would stick out of the windows 
and doors. It sems to be a pleasant 
occupation to sonvict farmers and 
members of labor unions for violating 
the anti-trust law, but that law ap- 
pears to be absolutely a dead letter 
when it is violated by big criminaie 

“In one breath, the tlemen from 
New York glorifies h dill because 
it shuts out importations; in the next, 
he glorifies it because it increased 
importations. The gentieman from 
New York must take one bots, or the 
other.” 

The speaker declared that while 
American citizens would prefer to use 
American-made goods and articles rath- 
er than foreign products, they were 
unwilling to pay exorbitant prices to 
American manufacturers. 


That Woolea Schedule. 

Taking up the woolen schedule of 
the tariff law Mr. Clark ridiculed the 
idea that the present tariff“law was 
responsible for the increased impor- 
tations of wool in that, he said, the 
tariff on No, 1 and No, 3 wool was 


the same in the Payne law as in the 
Dingley law. 

“The Dingley and Payne tariff 
bills.” said Mr. Clark, “have forced an- 
other sort of exportation which grieves 
every lover of our country, and that is 
the exportation of good American citi- 
zens to the British northwest. Last 
year 86,00Q Americans, chiefly from the 
Mississippi valley, expatriated them- 
selves, largely because they could pur- 
chase all products, including American 
farm implements and other articles 
manufactureded in America, more 
cheaply in the British possessions than 
they can purchase them at home. 
These emigrants from the United 
@tates are among our best citizens and 
this departure is a great and serious 
loss to the republic, for they are go- 
ing at the rate of nearly 100,000 per 
annum.” 

Mr. Clark next took the matter of 
the tariff on stockings, and said that 
the raise in tariff rates on that article 
was not for the purpose of aiding un- 
employed women, as Mr. Payne had 
put it, but for the purpose of giving 
the Amedican manufacturers a monop- 
Oly on the stocking trade. 

“The gentleman from New York,” 
declared Mr. Clark, “further says that 
he only raised these cheaper grades 
1.8 cents per pair and that ‘he would 
be ashamed to look an honest work- 
ing woman in the face if he had not 
stood for that increase.’ This sounds 
well as an excuse, but is very mislead- 
ing. The book of imports gave the 
unit value for the 29,000,000 pairs of 
the cheapest hose or stockings at 96 
cents per dozen pairs, or 8 cents a 
pair. The Dingley tariff on these 29,- 
000,000 pairs was 4.78 cents per pair, 
or 67.11 per cent advalorem. The raise 
of 1.8 cents of the Payne-Aldrich- 
Smoot bill will make these same stock- 
ings cost 8 cents plus 4.78 cents, plus 
1.8 cents, or 14.58 cents per pair, or 
89.75 per cent. The gentleman from 
New York boasts that while raising 
the tariff on hosiery he also raised the 
tariff on whisky and wines. Oh, yes! 
You raised whisky and other spirits 
from 70.69 per cent to 89.15 per cent, 
while you raised the cheapest stock- 
ings from 67.11 per cent to 89.75 per 
cent, and the next two és of 
cheaper stockings to a still higher per 
cent.” 


Clark Goes After Tariff. 


Mr. Clark declared that the Payne 
tariff? had not reduced the price of 
clothing, but had increased it and re- 
sulted in a shoddier class of goods. 
The speaker then turned his atten- 
tion to President Taft. 

“I will now drop the gentleman from 
New York,” exclaimed Mr. Clark, “and 

after bigger game, to wit, the 
president of the United States. He is 
not only the chief traveler, but is the 
chief spokesman for his party. He de- 
serves to be treated with candor and 
respect, but I have a perfect right to 
discuss his utterances as I would those 
of any other public man. I wish to 
call attention of all concerned to the 
fact that the president said on the 5th 
of August, 1909, that ‘the bill is not a 
perfect bill or a complete compliance 
with the promises made, strictly in- 
terpreted.’ I submit that that declara- 
tion of the president is a flat contra- 
diction of the assertion of the gentle- 
man from New York that his bill is a 
perfect compliance with the promises 
made prior to the election of 1908. In 
September, 1909, the president went on 
an extensive speech-making tour, be- 
ginning with a speech in Boston, in 
which he eulogized Senator Aldrich to 
the skies. That was the first serious 
wound which the president § infiicted 
upon his own popularity, for right or 
wrong, and I think right, the American 
people hold Sénator Aldrich largely re- 
sponsible for the enormity of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff bill. On the 17th 
of September, 1909, the president said 
in Winona, Minn.: On the whole, how- 
ever, I am bound to say that I think 
the Payne tariff bill is the best tariff 
bill that the republican party ever 
passed.’ 

“When the American people read that 
declaration the next morning and re- 
membered the utterance which I have 
quoted from the president's statement 
of August 6, they wondered what 
chan had come over the spirit of 
his dream. They could not reconcile 
the two statements. They. knew that 
the tariff bill had not changed since 
August 6, 1909, and they marveled as 
to how e bill, which the president de- 
clared on that day to be neither a per- 
fect bill nor a complete compliance 
with the promises made, could on the 
17th day of September be the best tariff 
bill that the republican party ever 
All the perfumes of ‘Araby 
the Biest’ cannot sweeten the Payne- 
AMrich tariff bill to please the dainty 
nostrils of the people. believe 
it to be the worst tariff bill ever passed 
by the American congress. That 
speech was the serious wound number 
two, which the president inflicted on 
his own popularity.” 

Mr. Clark then devoted himselé to 
the steel schedule of the tariff law 
and President Taft's endorsement of 
it. He declared that what the people 
wanted in a’ revision of the tariff was

a reduction of prices to a just basis, 
which is “precisely what they did not 


ret.” 
Clark Makes a Proposition. 

Turning to the woolen schedule, 
which he said the president admitted 
was too high, and facing the republi- 
can side of the house, Mr. Clark ex- 
claimed: 

‘T have a fair proposition to make 
to the president and to my republii- 
can friends which will promote har- 
mony and which will ring untold 
blessings to the consumers in the land. 
That the president gend a message to 
congress, short and vigorous, which 
shows that he means business, pro- 
posing substantial reductions in the 
woolen g00ds schedule; let Mr. Chair- 
man Payne report that bill from his 
committee and put it on its pessage, 
and without having consulted a sing!) 
democrat in the house I will give bon 
for the proposition that every demo- 
crat will line up and vote for it. If he 
would recommend it, it will go 
through the house and senate with a 
whoop aid the people would rise up 
and call him blessed. It is contended 
that the reasons that no change in 
the tariff in ary manner whatsoever, 
however meritorious, can be offered is 
the fear that, if the tariff question be 
opened up at all, we wicked democrats 
will let slip the dogs of war and pen 
up the whole tari question—<o the 
disarrangement of all business in the 
land. I am so muoh interested in see- 
ing the American people have cheaper 
weolen clothes that without having 
consulted a single democrat, I am 
certain that everyone of them aes 
that if the president will send in & 
message recommending the bill which 
I have indicated and Mr. Chairman 
Payne will report it and put it on its 
passage, we will not offer an amend- 
ment of any sort to it. The whole 
transaction could be consummated in 
less than a wek and a shout of re- 
joicing would ascend from the At- 
lantie to the Pacific and from the 
Great Lakes to the seething waters of 
the sun-lit gulf.

In closing, Mr. Clark commented 
upon democritic unity and republican 
discordance, and prophesied a victory 
for his party in November.

Mr. Clark inveighed against execu- 
tive interference in legislation. In dis- 
cussing the wood pulp and print in- 
vestigation last year, in which Mr. 
Mann of Illinois, one of the speakers, 
chief lieutenants, dissented from the 
conference report, Mr. Clark declared 
he had often wondered why, while the 
republicans were reading insurgents 
out of the party, they had not taken a 
whack at Mr. Mann. 

“You say you would go far to hear 
@ republican debate between Senator 
Dolliver and Representative Payne,” 
said Mr. Scott of Kansas. “How far 
would you go to hear a democratic de- 
bate between Senator Balley and Wil- 
liam J. Bryan?” 

“I would not travel ten steps,” an- 
swered Mr. Clark. “I know as much 
about the tariff as both those states- 
men put together.” 

Mr. Clark spoke for fwo hours. His 
remarks were full of figures of speech 
and anecdotes, and wére frequently 
applauded.

Bishop Edwin Dubose Mouzon, D. D. 


Rev. Edwin D. Mouzon, D. D., of 
Georgetown, Texas, was set apart to 
the office of a bishop in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, Thursday aft- 
ernoon, May 19. He was one of seven 
set apart by the church for this re- 
sponsible position. His birthday has 
playd an important part in marking 
two distinct epochs in his life—his mar- 
riage and elevation to the episcopacy. 

He is the youngest of the seven 
chosen at this time, being born May 
19, 1869, in Spartanburg, S. C. Through 
his veins flows some of the best blood 
of the Carolinas, as is indicated by the 
names of his parents—Samuel Cogs- 
well Mouzon and Harriett Penrifoy 
Mouzon. 

He was educated in the public schools 
of Spartanburg, and im the Wofford 
College, located in same city, from 
which institution he took his A. B. de- 
gree in 1889. 

When about 15 years of age he was 
soundly and genuinely converted, and 
soon thereafter united with the Cen- 
tral Methodist church. Shortly after 
his conversion he was called to preach, 
but being rather timid and diffident in 
nature, he said nothing about ft. But 
after graduation he was licensed to 
preach, in 1889, and went to Texas and

He was ordained deacon at Austin, 
Texas, in 1891, by Bishop O. P. Fitz- 
gerald, and an élder in Navasota, Tex- 
as, in 1893, by Bishop E. R. Hendrix. 
In 1905 the Southwestern University, 
in recognition of his scholarships, pul- 
pit ability and eloquenee, conferred 
upon him the degree of doctor of df- 
vinity.

FAILED TO MAKE BOND 
AND KILLED HIMSELF 


Lentz Drank the Poison Before 
His Wife and Chil-

Bioomington, Ind, May 21.—Because 
they knew his ungovernable temper 
and believed he #hould be punished, 
the friends of Tilghman Lentz, a 
farmer, refused to give him a peace 
bond, sued for by his wife, he put an 
end to his turbulence by committing 
suicide with strychnine early today.

He was wounded and his broth- 
er killed several years ago when they 
made a “white cap” expedition to 
whip a neighbor, who was waiting for 
them with a gun. 

Charged with mistreating his fami- 
ly, he was put in jail on the plea of 
his wife a few days ago, and was given 
temporary freedom yesterday so he 
might call upon his friends to obtain 
bond for his good behavior. 

Tired out in his futile quest, he 
went home determined to beget peace 
in death. “T believe I will kill my- 
self and end it all,” he told his wife 
and children, and drank the poison be- 
fore them.

Bathtub for Mules. 

A huge concrete bathtub, some 406 
feet long. and a few inches more than 
4 feet deep, has been installed in the 
Henry colliery of the Lehigh Valley 
Coa] Company, at Plains, Pa., for the 
accommodation of the mine mules. 

This unique mine improvement is 
built at the entrance of the mule barn.

The bath is expected to prolong the 
vigor and vitality of the mules. The 
driver boys are the only workers in 
the mine who are not absolutely in 
sympathy with the innovation, the bath 
keeping them in the mine 10 or 15 min- 
utes longer than before, yet the en- 
joyment of their dumb oharges seems 
even to offset this inconvenience to a 
great extent.

Lanier, of Sewanee, is a good, re- 
liable second baseman and about as 
good as any of them outside of Brooks. 
Reach, of Mercer, plays a good game, 
much on the order of Kirby’s style. 
Wilson, of Auburn, is a very quick and 
peppery little player. 

Baumgartner at Shortstop. 

There is again a dearth of high- 
grade material at short’s position this 
year. Rush, of Vanderbilt; Bartlett, 
of Georgia, and Browne, of Sewanee, 
are only fair, and outside of two 
other shorts, all the remainder are 
with Sheridan “20 miles away.” Those 
two others, though, are some short- 
stoppers. 

They are Baumgartner, of Alabama, 
and C. West, of Trinity. Both have 
wonderful arms and field their posi- 
tions “just the prettiest in the world.” 
Both are fast on their feet and run 
bases well. West is a fair hitter, 
while Baumgartner is a good one, and 
that’s about why I give him the place. 
West made only two errors in eleven 
games at the position, a record no 
doubt better than Baumgartner has 


_made,.or perhaps could make, and he 


is also somewhat of a pitcher. 

But it’s difficult to get the exact 
measure of a man by seeing him play 
but one or two games. West, I 
haven't seen at all, unfortunately, 
while Baumgartner I have seen in but 
two games, but the latter looked so 
awfully good in those two that I can't 
imagine an amateur playing the posi- 
tion to suit me better than he did. 

Fender, of Mercer, is a good fielder, 
but can’t hit. Brown, of Sewanee, is 
in much the same fix. He is valu- 
able, though, on account of his ex- 
treme speed in base running and 
covering territory on “Texas Leag- 
wers.” 

Third Rase Tangle. 

And now we tackle another Gordian 

kryot—the right man for third base. 
The trouble is that no third sacker 
of the year does all things in baseball 
well this year. 
Holland, of Tech, did them wel! last 
year and was expected, therefore, to 
do them still better this year. His 
play has, indeed, shown much im- 
provement in all respects save one— 
and that one is his batting. Last year 
his average was away up yonder; this 
year his average comes nearer to be- 
ing down yonder. Still, it cannot be 
‘denied that he has hit the ball; it is 
the rarest thing ever for him to strike 
out, but he has had the hardest 
imaginable luck this year in sending 
it right into somebody's hands. 

Hoiland’s fielding is simply superb, 
his base running excellent and, In ad- 
dition, he is cool and heady at all 
times—knows the game thoroughly 
and plays it. I fancy no one who 
has seen btim play will raise serious 
objections to his playing on our All- 
Southern, so we'll put him there. 

Lyle, of Vanderbilt, is a very fine 
third baseman—good arm, good fielder 
and pretty fair batter. Manning, of 
Auburn, has come out wonderfully at 
the position, and its especially valu- 
able on account of his heavy clouting 
of the sphere. 

Outfield a Hard Problem. 

And that brings ue around to the 
outer garden, where the crop again, in 
my opinion, is not what it should be. 
There are a few classy outfielders, but 
not as many as there should be, and 
few of them with the all-round effec- 
tiveness of past stars. 

The man surest, I think, of a place 
on the “big noise’ team is Gray, of 
Mercer. This little fellow is death on 
any kind of a fly ball within the 
length of the comet's tail from him, 
and near-death on any kind of line 
drive as well. He knows where to 
play his “patch” for every old kind of 
a batter. and he has the arm to throw 
it wherever his cool head tells him to 
project it. But he is no less at home 
at the plate and on the paths than in 
ine outfield. He is a left-handed bat- 
ter. has a fine position at the platter, 
makes the pitcher pitch all the time, 
lets it alone and walks if it’s a bad 
one and lines it out if the pitcher 
dares bring it over. In short, he’s an 
ideal man to lead off. On the bases 
he is fast as a streak, knows when to 
try, and how, and can slide in ap- 
proved fashion. Gray is, to my notion, 
a finished outfielder and is the best 
man of the year out there. 

- The other two are the ones to give 
us trouble. Champion, ef Vanderbilt, 
is a good enough fielder and fair hit- 
ter, but I don't consider him quite 
fast enough. - Harris, of Trinity, is a 
marvel of a fielder and fast as you 
aek for, but his batting is much below 
par. All.of Tech's outfielders are 


well up to the average, if not a shade 
over, but none of them shine brightly 


‘enough yet to dazzle, although they 


ali promise mighty well. Streit, of 
Auburn, can hit ‘em a mile, but that 
let’s him out. Cochran, of Clemson, is 
exactly the same kind of player as 
Streit—good hitter, but not a finished

fmary speed—and they hit him. 


but none of them setting the woods 
afire, though all six look good to do it 
in another year. Maxedon, of Ten- 
nessee, is a fine hitter, but is still un- 
finished. 


When all is said and done I think Ill 
take Burroughs, of Mercer, and Ginn, 
of Georgia. Burroughs is an “in-and- 
outer,” still you can’t deny that He is 
a sure enough ball player. He is fast, 
bats well, fields well, knows baseball 
and can piteh a pretty gded game. 

Ginn {s « Httie fellow, left-handed 
batter, good base runner, hits the ball 
mighty hard for a little fellow and is 
a sure comer. 

Neither Burroughs nor Ginn shine out 
from the rest of the lot in any such 
fashion as to prevent decided differ- 
ences of opinion; still I don’t know 
where I would find any that look bet- 
ter to me out of this year’s crop, 80 
I'll have to let them stand. Ginn bats 
too well to be ignored. 

The Pitchers. 

And now we come to the “artists” 
of the game—the “slabbers.” There 
are lots of them thig year and the man 
who has the nerve to attempt to pick, 
say three of the lot—rejecting the 
rest—is borrowing a whole liot or 
trouble. As I said before, it comes 
down to this—which would you pick 
and choose if you were the manager or 
coach of the All-Southern? 

Well, if I were selecting the pitch- 
ers I would choose Collier, of Tech, 
and Davidson, of Mercer, for certain- 
ties. In general effectiveness I con- 
sider Collier the most reliable pitcher 
of the year. If you only saw him 
pitch one game you couldn’t help of 
him, because of his undoubted youth. 
But I have seen the “Boy Wonder’ for 
two whole seasons now and know 
that he really can deliver the goods 
day in and day out. The best and 
most beautiful part of his work is its 
amazing consistency. Stick him in 
when you will he’s “there.” How he 
does it, I won't pretend to say, but it’s 
an undoubted fact that he has out- 
pitched every opposing pitcher he has 
been up against this year. He has lost 
but ‘one game (at the time of this 
writing), and that by but one run, 
and then opponents only secured four 
hits and won on errors of the Tech 
team It doesn’t matter what a 
player’s age is in this connection if 
he can pitch ball, and that, I well 
know, no one will deny. 

Davison is a new man at Mercer, 
but he is going to make athletic his- 
tory at his college before he gets 
through. He is as cool and heady a 
pitcher as I have seen on @ college 
diamond this year. He has speed, 
curves and control, and when you 
match this combination up with brains 
you’ve got a proposition hard to heat. 
I see no reason why Davidson should 
not be put on the All-Southern. 

But now comes the tug of war: to 
name the third man fit to stand along- 
side these others. 


|“In Thompson, Brannen and McWhor- 


ter Georgia has three corking good 
pitchers, Beasley, of Vanderbilt, is 
considered a marvel up in Tennessee, 
and justly s0; Reynolds, of Auburn, is 
the headiest pitcher of the whole bot, 
Wilson of Tech—is-+is what? Well, 
when “right” he’s quite the best pitcn- 
er of the entire lot, not barring Col- 
Mer or Davidson. But when is he 
right’ Today, but not tomorrow, or if 
tomorrow, perheps not the day after. 
Wilson has struck out 20 men in one 
game this year, which I believe is a 
record, and he has done nearly as well 
in other games. Hither they hit him 
hard or they don’t hit him at all. At 
the first of the season he suffered 
from lack of control. He knew it, 
worked hard and got over it. Then 
once or twice he has lacked his — 

u 
when he has that control and speed 
you might as well call the game over. 

Reynolds, of Auburn, is the “old gray 
fox” of the college pitchers, for his 
actual pitching ability has, I think, 
waned some since last year; but the 
wey he works his head overtime keeps 
him out of trouble most of the time 
and makes him get away with most of 
his games. There is no doubting Rey- 
nold's. value as a box artist. 

Beasley, of Vanderbilt, has won the 
majority ef his games and is a very 
dependable pitcher. He has fine curves 
and likewise a good head. He hasn't 
the steam of some of the others and 
that goes against him; but it is cer- 
tain the Commodores will rebel at the 
idea of leaving him off the all-south- 
ern, as I must do, notwithstanding my 
full sympathy for them. 

Voss, of Mercer, is another pitcher 
who is great when he is “right.” Any 
college team might well be glad to 
have him on its roster. His let-ups 
are, however, a little tog frequent to 
quite suit me. 

Murray, of Tennessee, ig a good 
coming young pitcher, but he’s a bit 
too wild and unbroken yet; he'll be 
better next year. 

Prett and Gresham, of Alabama, are 
g00d average pitchers, but not up to 
the All-Southern standard. 

Of Georgia’s shining trio Thompson 
is, perheps, the best, and n6 one can 
deny the brilliance of his work. It’s 
hard to leave him off and maybe I’m 
wrong to do so. As I said before it’s 
difficult to get an exact estimate of 
a mén's worth from seeing him in just 
One or two games; but no one could 
see them all in all their games and 
I guess with what light I have, 
Thompson has hardly the physica! 
strength of Wilson and cannot keep 
up his wonderful steam as does the 
latter. Another year of college ball 
and he'll make the sledding mighty 
rough for all opponents. Brannen and 
McWhorter are very fine and their 
claims are not to be lightly ignored, 

Well, when I look each of the claim- 
ants over, and all over at that, I 
finally choose Wilson, of Tech. This 
season he has been “right” about two- 
thirds of the time, and I said before 
at such times he is unbeatable. But 
if there lingers a doubt in some quar- 
ters as to his fitness above others 
from the standpoint of pure pitching, 
his fitness to be selected as a member 
of the All-Southern can no longer be 
questioned when we remember that he 
is a very fine base-runner, has batted 


close to .300 this season and has pl 

both infield and outfield saaitiehe co 
Splendid advantage in a number of 
games, This would make him op 
great value to the All-Southera in 
other capacities and from other points 
of view than mere pitching. He is, in

Morrison for Utility. 


And this brings us to the utility 
man of the team—the last, but by no 
meang the least important of the play- 
ers, for this aggregation. To my way 
of thinking the honor of making utili- 
ty for any team is quite as high as 
that involved in any other position. 

C. West, of Trinity; M. Hill, of Tech; 
Roach, of Mercer: Morrison, of Van- 
derbilt, and W. West, of Trinity, are 
the most promising candidates for this 
berth. C. West plays a fine short 
and pitches well; W. West can play 
any place in the infield to great ad- 
vantage and is a heavy hitter: Roach 
can play first, second and catch, be- 
sides being considered by his teame 
mates a good batter. M. Hill is a 
very satisfactory outfielder and an 
equally good catcher, besides he hits 
the ball “for fair.” 

On the whole, I prefer Morrison, of 
Vanderbilt, to any of the others. He 
was a pitcher last year, while this 
season he is doing the catching for 
his team. I don’t know where you 
beat that for versatility. There isn’: 
any doubt that Morrison could play to 
Satisfaction most any infield or out- 
field position. He is tall, has a splen- 
did arm, is very fast on hig feet, bats 
well, keeps coo] and knows the game, 
He is one of the best all-around ath- 
letes of the sou.h.

Great Increase in Num- 
- ber of Accidents. 


Horrible Disaster at Cherry, 
IiL, Due to Violation of the 
Mining Laws With the Know}- 
edge and Consent of the 
Mine Inspectors. 


Washington, May 21.—(Special.)—On 
the day President Taft signed the bill 
creating a bureau of mines in the de- 
partment of the interior the jury 
which has been seeking to place re- 
sponsibility for the Cherry, Ill., mine 
disaster, in which 265 miners lost their 
lives, found that the disaster was due 
to violation of the mining laws, with 
the knowledge and consent of the 
mine inspectors. 

According to the Unfted States 
Geological Survey 22,840 men have 
been killed in the coal mines of this 
country in the last seventeen years 
and 60,000 have been injured. It has 
been charged that while the conditions 
of labor in the mines of the United 
States are not any worse than in any 
country of the world, the number 
of deaths per million tons of coal 
mined compares unfavorably with 
the records of other countries. The 
United States is showing an increase 
in the rate, whereas every other coun- 
try is showing a decrease. 

John Mitchell, former president of 
the United Mine Workers, says: “In 
the ceal mines of the United States 
there are killed four men annually out 
of every thousand employed; whereas 
in the continental countries of Europe 
less than one and in Great Britain 
less than one and one-half in every 
thousand are killed annually.” 

It has been pointed out that unless 
energetic means are taken to keep 
down the death rate the number of 
victims in proportion to number of 
men employed and tons of mineral 
produced will steadily increase. 

“A great increase in the number of 
accidents,” says The Bulletin of Labor, 
published by the department of the in- 
terior, “must be expected unless proper 
steps are taken to remedy the condi- 
tions that have brought about the 
present reinarkably high death rate in 
the coal mines of the United States. 

“With the depletion of the thicker 
ard more favorably mined seams of 
coal, thinner and less regular seams 
must be worked. . This factor will un- 
doubtediy be of the greatest impor- 
tance within a comparatively few 
years. The natural result will be to 
greatly increase the death rate. 

Foreigners Ignorant and Careless. 

“Another important factor may be 
found in the nationality of the miners. 
Most of the men are foreign born and 
a large number are unable to under- 
stand English freely, and a still larger 
number are unable to read or write 
the language. Some of them are inex- 
perienced and do not take proper pre- 
cautions, either for thelr own safety 
or the safety of others. This becomes 
menace unless they are re- 
strained by carefully enforced regula- 
tions.” 

Governmental supervision and regu- 
lation which will serve to enforce in- 
telligent mining laws and reduce the 
danger of “violations with the know!l- 
edge and consent of mine inspectors” 
is the purpose behind the bill just 
passed through congress.’ 

But the Cherry, IIL, mine disaster, 
though one of the most grewsome, 
was by no means the only bad one 
which has occurred in recent years. 
Within the past three years the fol- 
lowing tragedies have been recorded: 


Monongah, December 19, 1907....358

On May 6 news dispatches from 
Palos, Alea., told of nearly 200 miners 
Being entombed in Mine No. 3 of the 
Palos Coal and Coke Company as the 
result of an explosion in the mine. 
The explosion was supposed to have 
been caused by one of the miners go- 
ing into a gas pocket with a lighted 
lamp. The flames shot into the air 
from the mouth of the slope for 200 
feet and the shock was felt for miles. 
Timbers from the slope were hurled 
several hundrd feet from its mouth 
and rock from the roof of the Slope 
caved in and made access to the mouth 
very difficult. 

The first rescuers who went In after 
the explosion are reported to have 
been overcome by fire damp and had 
te be carried out. These tragedies, 
which are of frequent occurrence, 
make a somber. record. The total! 
number of men killed in our mines 
from 1896 to 1908 is shown below:

RAIN CAUSES TROUBLE 
TO CANAL DIGGERS 


Soil on the Isthmus of Panama 
Loosened by the Heavy 
Floods. 


Washington, May 21-—The canal 
diggers on the isthmus are having 
trouble, principally owing to the un- 
precedented rainfall, which has loosen- 
ed the soil and interfering with engi- 
neering operations. At one place 
aout a mile north of Empire, an 
old canal dug by the French broke 
through the banks into the new cut, 
flooding seven steam shovels and rais- 
ing the water 55 feet above sea level. 
It became necessary to construct a 
giant flume of timber to divert the 


]}water of the old canal before opera- 


tions could be resumed. 

In another case what are known as 
the “toes” of the west section of Ga- 
tun dam have been sliding in and 
washed away the trestles, and not- 
withstanding the greatest efforts on 
the part of the engineers, 10,000 to 
15,000 cubic yards of material disap- 
peared almost instantaneously into a 
great hole that had been washed un- 
der the corners of the dam. However, 
pile drivers were set to work at once 
and the gap was elosed within a week, 
so that there has been no serious in- 
terruption in the work. 

Great progress is being made in the 
construction of the mammoth locks at 
Gatun, according to The Canal Rec- 
ord, and 16.7 per eent of the concrete 
has been placed.

BARCLAY MEMORIAL HOME FOR WAYWARD GIRLS, THE PICTURE SHOWING THE HOME, THE MATRONS AND 
SOME OF .THE GIRLS. 


Although opened only two months 
ago, the Barclay Memorial Home for 
Wayward Girls is already over-crowd- 
ed and applications for the admittance 
of others are being received from 
time to time. 

There are at the present an even 
25 inmates in the home with two others 
expected this week. The sleeping 
rooms have been taxed to their utmost, 
cots have been placed on the verandas 
and in the halls, and a cottage located 
a short distance from the main build- 
ing is now being fitted out as sleep- 
ing quarters. 

To be convinced that even at this 
early date, more comodious quarters 
are needed for the great work which 
the John F. Barclay Memorial Asso- 
clation has undertaken, one has only to 
visit the home at Maxwell Station,a 
short two miles from Hapeville. 

The home is for women and girls 
practicaly what the reformatory is for 
boys. It is an institution of which 
not only. Atlanta but the entire state 
may well be proud. 

Having for its object not only 
uplifting of those unfortunates who 
have sunken below the level of re- 
epectable society, but the prevention 
of others taking the downward plunge, 
the Barclay Memorial Association has 
entered upon a work for which the 
Success already attained predicts a fu- 
ture of widespread and ever-increas- 
ing influence for good. 

Only One in the South. 

The home is noteworthy on account 
of the fact that it is the only insti- 
tution of its kind in the south. Here 
alone may girls and women be detained 
against their will. The home is the 
nly place in this section of the 
ountry to which the courts may send 
women arid -girls to serve sentences 
rather than send to jail or to the chain- 
gang. And again, this is the only 
Southern institution into whose keeping 


the 


, called upon 


a mother may give her daughter for 
whose future she fears. 

The home receives its inmates from 
three different sources—by order of 
the courts, through the requests~ of 
parents or guardians, and occasionally 
through the desire of some woman who 
voluntarily enters the institution. 

Practically the same treatment ifs ac- 
corded to all, no matter from which 
source they come. The inmates range 
in age from 12 to 22 years, and the 
periods for which they are committed 
range from one to five years. The in- 
stitution is non-sectarian. 


Inmates Fare Well. 


Everything possible to give the place 
“homelike” air is done. Under the 
watchful but kindly eye of motherly 
matrons, the girls work, study and 
play, given periods being set apart 
for each. In order to detract the 
minds of the inmates as much as possi- 
ble from their former surroundings, 
each is kept unusually busy for a short 
time after entering the tnstitution, and 
at all times there Is sufficient work to 
prevent time’s hanging very heavily 
upon their hands. 

The days are filled with study, 
work and recreation. A regular course 
of study has been laid out, and a cer- 
tain number of hours are daily devoted 
to this. Beside academic studies, the 
girls are given instruction in tndvs- 
trial matters, each taking turn in 
cooking, housekeeping, iaunuerin,, 
milking an4 sewing. Besides this, the 
girls are required to keep their own 
clothes in repair, and are occasionally 
to do outside work. 

With the exception of those wr” herve 
enteted of their own accord, the in- 
mates sleep under lock. anu Key. A 
barbed-wire fence 10 feet high, sur- 
rounds an acre on which the house 
stands, and none are allowed to leave 
the enclosure except when accompanied 
byea matron.

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is in cultivation, containing an orch- 
ard, grain field and gardens. The girls 
are required to do the lighter forms of 
work in the gardens. Vegetables for 
home consumption are raised in abund- 
ance. 

Rev. BE. H. Peacock, agent for the 
home, states that the location would 
be an ideal one were it closer to the 
city. It is the hope of the association 
to secure permanent quarters nearer 
the city when the present lease ex- 
pires. If this is done, Mr. Peacock 
hopes to establish a laundry and an 
Overall factory, where the girls may 
be employed to advantage and thus 
make the home partly self-supporting. 

Whence Inmates, Come. 

Although the institution was opened 
a short two months ago, a number of 
towns throughout the state are al- 
ready represented among the inmates. 
They come from Rome, Columbus, Jas- 
per, Jeffersonville, Cartersville and a 
number of other towns Naturally, the 
majority are from Atlanta. 

A study of some of the cases which 
have been turned over to the home 
will make apparent the great work 
which is being done. There is now in 
the home a girl from Rome, Ga., who 
was sentenced to serve twelve months 
in the chaingang. She is serving her 
sentence at the home instead. 

There is a tinge of romance in this 
case. The girl was engaged to marry 
a young man who was sent to jail for 
a Misdemeanor. She visited her lover 
at the jail and carried to him a file 
with which he made his escape. She 
was arrested, tried and convicted of 
aiding the escape. 

Another case is that of a 15-year- 
old girl from Jasper; Ga., who had 
been kept in jail for practically a year. 
She is the main witness In a criminal 
case and interested parties attempted 
to pay her to leave for parts unknown. 
Later they threatened her with vio- 
lence and she was incarcerated as 
much for her own protection as any- 
thing else. She has been committed 
to the home for five years. 

Took Girl From Work. 

Still another case is that of a 17- 
year-old girl whose widowed mother 
lives in this city. The girl had a good 
position, but her mother was fearful 
that she was going astray. She ap- 
pealed to Mr. Peacock, asking him to 
take her child in charge. 

The agent appeared at the place 
where the girl was employed on the 
following morning and informed her 
that she would have to accompany 
him to the home. She declared she 
would not go, but finding that her 
objections were. of no avail, went with 
him without further ado. For the first 
week or more of her stay she was 
greatly dissatisfied, but now she has 
become accustomed to her surround- 
ings and is apparently as well satis- 
fled as any of the other inmates. This 
is the way in the majority of the cases, 
according to the matrons. 

“There is more ‘calf love’ to the 
square inch dying out here than any- 
where else in the world,” said Mr. 
Peacock. “Girls come here believing 
that they are desperately in love with 
some boy, but it takes only a week 
or so to cure the most of them.” 

Much-Needed Asistance. 

At a meeting of the Evangelical As- 
sociation, held recently, the ministers 
of the city pledged themselves to give 
to the home $2,000 to help defray the 
running expenses during the current 
year. This action came as the result 
of a report of a committee which had 
been appointed to look into the needs 
of the home, and the work is being 
done by it. The committee was com- 
posed of Dr. Atkinson, of the Central 
Congregational church; Dr. C. B. Wil- 
mer, of St. Luke’s church: Dr. C. W. 
Daniel, of the First Baptist church; 
Dr. French, of the First Methodist 
church, and Dr. Moore, of the Harris 
Street Presbyterian church. 


This committee recommended that

the Evangelical Association pledge the 
$4,000 on behalf of their congregations, 
and acting on the report a resolution 
to this effect was adopted. 

Need of New Quarters. 

Even at this early date, it is easily 
seen that funds for maintenance alone 
will not be sufficient for the needs of 
the institution. Judging from the rap- 
idity with which the present quarters 
have been filled, larger quarters will be 
an absolute necessity by the time the 
lease On the present location has ex- 
pired, if not before.

To tre end of making provisions for 
this increase, the Barclay Memorial 
Association is now making every ef- 
fort to secure funds with which either 
to purchase or lease larger quarters 
when it becomes necessary. It is the 
hope of the association that in time 
permanent quarters, adequate for all 
needs, may be purchased outright. 

‘The association is run along strictly 
business lincs, Rev. Mr. Peacock, the 
agent, being the only man In this sec- 
tion filling a similar position, who is 
under bond. He insisted upon this 
being done so that there might be no 
question on the part of even the most 
Skeptical as to how the funds of the 
institu‘ion are used. 

How Home Was Founded. 

The movement which has resulted tn 
the establishment of the home was in- 
augurated by Mrs. Frank R. Logan, 
one of Atlarfta’s best-known mission 
workers. She gathered about her a 
number of other women who are inter- 
ested in the work of saving wayward 
womankind and the movement to es- 
tablish a home was started. 

Immediately the plan “caught.” 
From every side words of commenda- 
tion and praise poured in. The min- 
isters «cf the citv took up the matter 
and a substantial subscription was 
raised. The present quarters were 
leased and the furnishings were 4do- 
nated by those interested In the work, 
mainly wemen. 

The home was Opened on March 18, 
and even at this early date the broad 
field of {ts usefulness and the almost 
inconceivable zood which {ft is to ac-

Mrs. Hugh Willet. president of the 
Federation of Georgia, and Mrs. Woods 
White, president of the Atlanta City 
Federation of Women’s Organizations 
have returned from the biennial of 
Women’s Clubs, bringing a very in- 
spirational message from the meeting 
in Cincinnati, which lasted eight days.

For instance, the question of 
the National Health Bureau, wé@s e6n- 
thusiastically indorsed and there was 
not a woman of the two thousand or 
more delegates, who will not take back 
to her community and club the ne- 
cessity of this national protection to 
good health.

There is nothing about my office but 
what the public is at perfect jiberty 
to know, excepting the secreta of my 
patients, which is kept absolutely se- 
ecret always. 

Patients can always s¢e me, or prac- 
tically so, for in an office seeing and 
treating as many patients as I do, it 
is necessary that I should have asso- 
ciliates, of course, but my aim ig to 
give my patients the very best that 
ig possible to be had, first, last, and 
all the time, and it isn’t natural to 
auppose thet I, and I alone, could 
attend to all the detaiis of such an 
Office and yet give my patients the 
attention they are entitled to. 

Patients, or those who consult me, 
can always s¢e me personally, unless 
it thould happen, as it occasionally 
does, that I should be out of the 
office for a day or two, which is very 
rare indeed. I have just now returned 
from a ten-day absence, which is the 
first time that I have been out of the 
office for a single day for four years, 
for I take delight in my work, and 
seeing that my patients get the best 
of attention. 

The lack of‘proper knowledge on the 
part of the public often leads them 
very much astray on important sub- 
jects, and what I have to say here 
about the X-Ray has no reference to 
advertising, for I do not know of any 
one here that is just now advertising 
X-Ray examinations, or, at least, I 
haven't noticed it. But the ‘public 
bas noticed these advertisements in 
the past, and probably no bigger piece 
of hocus-pocus could be launched on 


the public view than the X-Ray exam- | 


inationsg that ere so often extensively 
to say that 
to nothing 


advertised. Permit me 
practically they amount 
at all. 


That is not saying that the X-Ray 
or the X-Ray examination is of no 
value, for it is, in very many cases, of 
very essential importance; but I mean 
to say that as very frequently ex- 
ploited, it amounts to nothing, and is 
worse than useless.

There are a whole lot of electrical 
machines that generate the static cur- 
rent that are very, very common in phy- 
sicians’ offices,and they will generate 
sufficient of the X-Ray to show a 
shadow of the bones in the hand, or 
the shadow of some solid substance, 
but when it comes to examining the 
delicate organs of the body they are 
absolutely useless. 


Every Doctor knows that I am tell- 
ing the exact facts about thig, for in 
the first place, an X-Ray machine, to 
be of any practical value, is a very 
expensive machine; wfll cost anywhere 
from four or five to ten thousand dol- 
lars, and after it is put in, it is a ma- 
chine that is very expensive to keep 
up, and needs an expert, trained in 
this line of work, to do anything like 
effective work. 


I know very well that the public has 
an idea that all that is necessary ig to 
put a patient in front of an X-Ray 
machine, to show if there is any dis- 
eased part in the lungs, or in the 
heart, or in the kidneys, but this is all 
nonsense; its field of usefulness, in 
the first place, is very limited, and 
much that was expected of it, a few 
years ago, has been found to be a det- 
riment to a patient, rather than of any 
real value. 


It is just the same with electricity; 
in the use in the office and for curing 
disease its value is very limited, in- 
deed. It has its use, but first an es- 
sential thing ig to know where it can 
be used to advantage, and how we may 
expect to get good results from its ap- 
plication, the exploiting of it to cure 
everything under the sun has done far 
more harm than the current ever did 
good, 


Some people think. for instance, that 
a microscope can be used effectively 
by any physician; that all one has to 
do is to put a little specimen under 
the glass and look at it, and show 
just what the trouble is, when’ the 
fact of the matter is, that in order to 
met effective work or use of it, ft is 
necessary to go through certain proc- 
esses that are often exceedingly in- 
tricate and in which there are many 
liabilities to err, that makes it essen- 
tial that all work with it should be 
done by an expert in every case. 


From my point of view, ft is well 
thet the public should be informed 
on this subject in order that irrespon- 
sible Doctors and specialists should not

be ablé to hoodwink them with all 
sorts of fake methods. 

Personally, I believe in letting the 
public know the exact truth. I be- 
lieve that nothing is gained by a Doe- 
tor deceiving a patient, or not unfold- 
ing to a patient. entirely what ha 
knows about the case, and what is nec- 
essary to be done in order to get good 
results. For my own part. I have 
found this to be advisable, and I have 
found that patients, as a rule, are bet- 
ter satisfied to have everything ex- 
plained to them thoroughly than they 
are to be given a snap-shot opinion, 
for while the patient may not always 
have the technical knowledge that the 


Doctor has, yet he is often possessed 


with just as much and just ag good 
quality brains as the Physician he 
consults. 

At least that is my view of the case, 
and, of course, I feel that I have a 
right to my opinion in the matter. 
: I sometimes think that Doctors when 
consulted are inclined to think too 
much of the importance of themselves 
and of their practice, for the opinion 
they are giving, than they are of the 
fact that it is the patient, after all, 
that suffers and who's real good is to 
be considered first of all. 

But now I am getting back to what 
I stated some time ago that Doctors 
should not forget that regards for the 
patient’s welfare is the first considera- 


tion after all in practice, for there ie 
so much that we Doctors do not know 
that it ig just as well to let our pa- 
tlents understand what we do know 
about their case, and not try and lead 
them to believe that we are Mr. 
“Know-It-All.” 

Doctors are only human after all, and 
the human side of their weakness i 
shown by their. continual warfare in 
never having a good word.to say for 
a Patent Medicine, when the fect of 
the matter is, that nine-tenths of the 
Fatent Medicines advertised’ in the 
newspapers are, in reality, good reme- 
dies, and far better than the remedies 
that are exploited by the Physicians 
themselves, always having their cir- 
cular matter headed that they are 
exceedingly ethical, when in nine cases 
out of ten they are biggest fakes in 
Pexistence, and Doctors are continually 
prescribing them, not realizing that in 
the office that exploits these remedies 
to Physicians the Doctor is looked 
upon as a mere sucker of the first 
magnitude. 

Take the first ten remedies that 
are advertised in the Medica] journals, 
and they won't compare at all favor- 
ably with the first ten that are ad- 
vertised. in the daily Constitution, and I 
will venture to say, that during the 
last half century that there has been 
more harm done by the proprietary 
medicines that are prescribed by the 
Physicians than there has by the pro- 
prietary medicine advertised to the 
public. These are facts, and facts pure 
and simple, and in my estimation can- 
not be disputed. 

The evils that come from the use of 
proprietary medicines whether used by 
the public itself, or prescribed by the 
Physician, is that they are so often 
used where not indicated, which brings 
me back to thecontention that I have 
made here over and over again, that 
it is first essential to get the proper 
diagnosis and to know just what the 
trouble is, and what is necessary to 
be done in order to get good _ § re- 
sults. This was illustrated to me only 
a few hours ago by a patient consult- 
ing me, and wishing me to give him 
the same treatment that I had given 
Mr. So-and-So a few months ago, for 
be was complaining the very same 
way, and he felt confident that the 
same medicine I gave his friend would 
cure him, After questioning him a 
little I found that his symptoms were, 
in fact, almost identical, but this dia 
not convince me that the cases were 
at all similar. The first gentleman 
consulted me for a kidney trouble, as 
he supposed; and on a ce@reful exami- 
nation I found the trouble wags en- 
tirely in the bladder, and und a cer- 
tain line of treatment he rapidly im- 
proved and in due time got a com- 
plete cure, 

Now in talking tt over with his 
friend who consulted me, the men felt 
confident that their symptoms were 
identically the same, and very natural- 


ly he thought that the same medicine 


would do him good, but when he called 
on me, on examination I found an en- 
tirely different condition, while the 
condition that he was suffering from 
produced any Gaae symptoms, yet the 
pathological ‘condition was’ entirely 
different, and the medicine that I hed 
given his friend a few months ago 
would have done this patient harm in- 
stead of good, so we get back to the 
essential thing, after all, of being per. 
fectly sure of our diagnosis, getting 
at the pathological condition and not 
merely treating symptoms, but getting 
at primary cause and base of the 
trouble. rather than go experimenting 
with the hope that we might possibly 
do the patient some good. ‘ 

So here it is with proprietary medi- 
cines. What they were originally pre- 
pared for, they mey, perheps, be an 
excellent remedy for, but the public 
uses them for all sorts of conditions, 
for wherever they have a symptom 
that would seem to indicate their use 
and in many instances, it is true that 
they may do harm instead of good. 

One man takes a certain remedy for 
dyspepsia and it does him good, if his 
friend tries it for dyspepsia ‘he gets 
worse under its use. Now the friend 
probably has a kidney disease that 
Keeps up his dyspeptic symptoms, ana 
under proper treatment for his kid-' 
neys he can be readily relieved, in all 
probability, at least. 

I have had a good deal to say in 
the past about the routine treatment 
of.syphilis, and dbout the harm often 
produced by prostatic massage, in 
prostati¢ diseases, and about the seri- 
ous oharecter of gonorrhea, and es- 
pecially so when it runs into a chronic 
condition, that I have been very mycn 
interested in picking up my mail this 
morming and find in it a copy of ons 
of the Leading Medical Journals, ana 
the editor of which takes the very 
Same views that I have about pro. 
statio massage, that he does not con- 
demn it in toto, Dut that he believes 
that while it is an exceedingly valua- 
ble measure, but it must be used un- 
derstandingly and discrimantingly and 
carefully. 

I was pleased to see this, for day 
after day patients come to me who 
have had prostatic massage, and have 
complained of the pain they suffered 
from it, and how they were, if any- 
thing, worse after its use than they 
were before. The samé editor goes on 
to condemn the routine treatment of 
syphilis, and how frequently he sees 
patients who are made worse by the 
indiscriminate use of mercury and 
iodides, often taking them off of it 
entirely, and mentions one case in 
which he says the change in one week 
produced a marvelous benefit. 

But the profession is waking up on 
these ‘subjects, and the public is be- 
ginning\to know. that the routinest in 
treatment is a very poor man to fol- 
low; but better is the man who exer- 


who in this way gets the best results. 

I may be a little in advance on these 
subjects, and I may have been theught 
by some to put entirely too much stress 
on the social as well as the physical 
importance of looking upon gonorrhea 
as not only one of the most serious, but 
the most serious disease in existence: 
but I absolutely know that.I am right 
on this subject, and know, too, that 
those who suffer realize fully that I 
am correct. 

It the medical 
will quit allowing their 
believe that gonorrhea is no worse 
than a bad cold, and letting their pa- 
tients marry while suffering from only 
a mild gleet, they would certainly re- 
flect more credit to themselves, and be 
of greater benefit to society-at-large 
than they ever have been heretofore. 
There are enough thoroughfares that 
lead to misery, pain and anguish, with- 
out physicians, when they see a poor 
mortal, ignorant of the principles of 
physiology and the pathology of dis- 
ease, starting out on the wrong path, 
letting him believe the profession is 
willing to say to him, “Go ahead, it is 
all right.” instead of warning him in 
very decided terms of the dangers and 
the intense pain and suffering that wil! 
be his if he will keep on in the path 
p that he has started in. 

It is our duty to lessen pain and 
suffering, and so far as possible to 
add to the sum total of the pleasure 
of living and happiness of life, rather 
than to give a tacit consent to those 
who consult us to run on and expose 
themselves to the damgers we know 
only too well] they are Hable to. 

I may have said some things in my 
talks that run counter to the beliefs 
of readers, for some other advertisers 
whose methods do not meet with my 
approval have condemned me, but I 
kaow that I am right and I have rea- 
son to believe for the most part that 
the public knows that I am _ correct, 
that I am trying to tell the truth in 
my talks without any prevarication 
whatever, even though I may have dis- 
regarded conventionalities to a _ cer- 
tain extent, but science, after all, is 
finding the truth, and that is what we 
want in the study of disease, and it 
is what the patient wants who is suf- 
fering from any symptoms or- ab- 
normality that need attention. 

For over thirty years I have given 
my attention only to ohronic diseases 
of both sexes and feel that I know 
something about it. and to those who 
will appreciate the best of § service 
without any fake methods attached to 
it, I will be pleased to see them at my 
office.

that even the standard weights and 
measures with which this county was 
supplied by the state several years ago,

All Counties Furnished. 

The law required, when passed, that 
each county should be supplied with 
the standard weights and measures, 
and in compliance with the law, all 
the counties were furnished with therm. 
Fulton county was also furnished with 
them, but as to where they are now de- 


ponent sayeth not. 
Ordinary Wilkinson, who came into 


transferring the enforcement of the 
weights and measures lew from the or- 
dinary to the board of county commis- 
sioners, states that all the weights 
and measures were turned over to the 
county board. That wes a number of 
years ago. Henry M. Wood, present 
clerk of the board, states that there is 
mo record of the weights and meas- 
ures having been turned over to the 
eounty commissioners, 80 that their 
whereabouts is one of the unsolved 
mysteries. 
Present Law a Dead Letter. 

That the present law on the statute 
Books of the state which deals with 
weights and measures is a dead letter 
is convincingly shown by the fact that 
#t has never been enforced; it provides 
mo penalty for criminal prosecution and 
4t entrusts no one in particular with 
the enforcement of its provisions. 

If there bas ever been a prosecution 
under its provisions since it was en- 
acted in 1876 there is no record of it, 
and yet every official, both state and 
county, who has given the matter a 
thought, is unanimous in the opinion 
that no more wholesale frauds are 
perpetrated and no more giorious Op- 
portunity for fraud is presented than 
under the existing conditions. 

“Georgia is sorely in need of a rigid 
law which will compel proper weights 
and measures,” said Secretary of State 
Philip Cook. “The law we have fixes 
po penalty for violation and entrusts 
mo one with the enforcement of its 
provisions, except that the ordinaries, 
when complaint is made to them by 
@ny person being defrauded, shall pre- 
gent the person so charged to the grand 
jury, and then there is no penalty pro- 
vided should such person be found 
guilty.” 

Mr. Cook has taken great interest in 
the proposition of just weights and 
measures. He has studied the ques- 
tion carefully in all jts various phases 
and he hes attended two conventions 
held in Washington at the instance of 


The first of these conventions was 
attended by Mr. Cook in Governor Ter- 
rell’s administration, and the second 
was attended by him in Governor 
Smith's administration. 

. law Weefully Inadequate. 

A glance at the only law Georgia 
on this subject will show how 
liy inadequete is to deal with 

vital question of proper weights 
s. In Fulton county, the

er fixing legal weights, the law 
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and Measures—The ordinaries must 
procure for their respective counties a 
marking instrument, seal or stamp, for 
the purpose of marking all weights 
ind measures, which they may find not 
o welgh or measure less than the 
standard established by the congress 
of the United States, which is the 
standard of this state. 

“Penalty for Selling by Unmarked 
Weights——All persons engaged in sell- 
ing by weights and measures shall ap- 
ply to the ordinaries of their respect- 
ive counties and have their weights 
and measures so marked, and in default 
thereof, shall not collect more than 
three-fourths of any account, note, or 
other writing, the consideration of 
which is any commodity sold by their 
weights and measures. 

“Selling by Deficient Weights or 
Measures; How Punished—Any citizen 
may complain to the ordinary of the 
deficiency of any weights and meas- 
ures, whether marked or not, and when 
done it is the duty of the ordinary to 
notify the person complained of, and 
give him the name of the complainant, 
and specify a day, not more than ten 
Gays distant, when he shall submit hia 
weights and measures to the test of the 
ordinary, and if the complaint is found 
to be true within the seller’s knowl- 
edge, he shal] be deemed‘a person sell- 
ing by false weights and measures, 
and shall be presented by the grand 
jury as such, if no person appears 
and indicts.” 


Features of the Law. 

Those are the material features of 
the law on weights and measures. Evi- 
dently it was passed by the general 
assenrbly at the fag end of the session 
when everybody was in a hurry to get 
home. Further than “deeming him a 
person selling false weights and meas- 
ures’ there is no worse punishment 
provided for the short-weight fraud, 
and further than being “presented by 
the grand jury as such,” there is no 
greater penalty provided for his of- 
fense. 

At the office of Ordinary Wilkinson 
tt was stated that the only occasions 
on which the protection of the law has 
ever been invoked has been when a 
person sued on account has set up the 
Gefense that he was given. short 
weight on his purchase. 

It was never up to the ordinary, nor 
is it now up to the board of county 
commissioners, to start any investiga- 
tions or institute any proceedings in 
the effort to discover or prosecute per- 
sons for short weights and measures 
unless some citizen should make com- 
plaint. And under the present law a 
citizen might compltin unt!fl he turned

green in the face and about all the sat- 
isfaction he would get would be to 
have the perpetrator of the fraud 
legally “deemed a person selling by 
|faise weights and measures.”’ 

That might injure_the reputation of 
the fraudulent party in his own par- 
ticular neighborhood, but it would not 
prevent him from continuing the use 
of the 32-inch vardstick nor the “peck” 
measure, five of which are required fd 
complete a bushel. 

Other States Have Laws. 

New York, Massachusetts and one or 
two other states have passed laws pro- 
viding for the appointment of an in- 
spector of weights and measures, who 
is authorized to appoint a certain num- 
ber of deputies. These inspectors may 
at any time step into a store and meas- 
ure a yardstick or a peck measure. 
and if it fails to come up to the stand- 
ard, the person using it is subjected 
to prosecution. 

Or, again, the inspector may take 
charge of a wagon load of coal pass- 
ing through the street, have it weighed 
on accredited scales, and if it shows 
up short weight, he is authorized to 
confiscate the entire load and prose- 
cute the dealer. 

And, as a result, there has been a 
lengthening of the yardstick and an 


extension of the peck measure meas- 
ures in each of those states where the 


law has been passed.

X-RAY EXAMINATION FREE. 


ATLANTA-WILL SOON HAVE 
‘ INSPECTOR OF WEIGHTS 


Atianta has taken a great step to- 
ward protecting the people of the city 
against short weights. The councis 
has adopted an ordinance creating the 
position of inspector of weights and 
defined his full duties. He is to be 


appointed by the mayor for a term 
of two years at a salary of $100 per 
month. He will be required to give 
a bond of $2,000, and can be removed 
by the mayor fof incompetency or 
neglect of duty. He will:be required 
to examine and test the scales of all 
dealers who sell commodities, wares 
4nd merchandise by weight at least 
once a month. He will also have au- 
thority to test the weight of coal and 
other commodities delivered in wagons 
and will have the right to test the 
weigh of empty wagons at any time. 
_The ordinance creating this new po- 
sition is one of the most important 
Pieces of legislation that has been 
adopted by council in several years. 
The Constitution gives the new or- 
Ginance in full and it is as follows 


The New Ordinance, 
“Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta 
as follows: 


“First.—That the position of inspec- 
tor of weights for the city of Atlenta 
be, and the same is hereby, created. 
Said inspector shall be appointed by 
the mayor, and shall hold such ap- 
pointment for a period of two years 
unless removed by the mayor for fh- 
competency or negiect of duty. Such 
inspector shall receive a salary of $1,- 
200 per annum, payable monthly, and 
shall give bond in the sum of $3,000 
to be approved by the clerk of coun- 
cil of the oity of Atlanta, payable to 
the city of Atlanta, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of the duties 
of said office. 


Examize and Test Scales. 


“Second.—It shall be the duty of 
such inspector to examine and test the 
scales of all dealers in the city of 
Atlanta, who sell their commodities, 
wares or merchandise by weight, at 
least once during each month, and to 
Getermine the accuracy or inaccuracy 
of the same. It shall be the duty of 
said inspector in the event he finds 
any of said scales to be inaccurate to 
serve written notice of such fact upon 
the person, firm or corporation using 
or operating such scales, which said 
notice shall be served upon the per- 
son in charge of the place of business 
where. said scales are located, and said 
notice shall contain a demand upon

Must Use Accurate Scales. 


“Fifth.——That it shall pe unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation ft! 
the city of Atlanta, selling any com- 
modity, wares or merchandise by 
weight, to use for the purpose of 
weighing any such commodity, wares 
Or merchandise any scales which have 
been adjudged inaccurate and defect- 
ive by the inspector of weights of the 
City of Atlanta, and notice of such 
inaccuracy served upon such person, 
firm or corporation, and any person, 
firm or corporation violating this sec- 
tion hereof shall, upon conviction, be 
punished by a fine of not less than 
$10 nor more than $100, or labor on 
the streets or public works of the 
city of Atlanta for not exceeding 
thirty days, either or both, in the dis<- 
‘cretion of the recorder. 


Coal and Coke to Be Weighed. 


"“Sixth.—That it shall be unlawful 
for any dealer in coal or coke to sell 
same by weight in the city of Atlanta 
unless said coal or coke sold shall 
have been weighed upon accurate 
scales of such dealer or of the party 
from whom he purchased, or of,.the 
official city scales, and certificat. 
such weight shall be delivered by & *% 
dealer to the purchaser, and any sua 
dealer who shall sell any coal or coke 
in the city of Atlanta without weiyh- 
ing same, or who Shall over certify 
such weight to an amount of twenty- 
five pounds on Geliveries of less than 
five hundred pounds and of fitry 
pounds on deliveries above five hnun- 
4@req pounds, shall upon conviction 
thereof before the recorder gf the city 
of Af#lanta be punished by a fine of 
not less than $10, nor more than $100, 
or by labor on the streets or other 
public works of said city for not ex- 
ceeding thirty days, either or both, 
in the discretion of the recorder; and 
should it appear upon the hearing be- 
fore the recorder that such shortage in 
weight was intended to cheat or de- 
fraud the purchaser, it shalll be the 
duty of the recorder to bind the of- 
fender over to the city court for 6 
violation of the state offense. Pro- 
vided, however, that the terms of thig 
ordinance shall not @pply to coal and 
coke sold in carload lots upon weights

“Seventh.—That all ordinances or 
parts of ordinances, in conflict here- 
with be, and the same are hereby, re- 
pealed.

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GOVERNMENT AID 
FOR GOOD ROADS 


; 


Representative Ferris Be- 
lieves It Legal. 


Construction of “Post Roads”’ 
Constitutional, and Question 
of the Cost Does Not Enter. 
Bad Roads Add to the Cost of 
Living. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 21.—(Special.)— 
Government aid in the construction of 
good roads throughout the United 
States was advocated in a speech in 
the house of representatives one day 
recently by Representative Scott Fer- 
vis, of Oklahoma. He believes it is 
legal and constitutional to lend aid 
from the national treasury for the 
construction of ‘‘post roads” and the 
argument of cost does not deter him. 

In regard to the cost of this in- 
ternal improvement he said the amount 
the government has expended on water- 
ways, if used on the cooperative plan 
in developing roadways would im- 
prove every mile of public road in the 
United States and leave a balance on 
hand for the further extension of roads 
for rural routes. 

He says bad roads add to the cost 
of living, for they make it impossible 
for the farmer to market his crops 
when there is a demand for them, 
while at other seasons he gluts the 
market and destroys the prices of his 
sommodities by throwing them on the 
market too fast. 

Task Not Too Great. 

“There is one charge made against 
this improvement that at first blush 
has more merit than the rest. It is 
the charge that the task is too gigantic 
in its proportions—too much for the 
government to undertake. My reply to 
this charge is but to compare the aid 
the government has rendered the three 
great methods of transportation, viz.: 
Wiret, that. of the railroads; second, 
that of the waterways, and third, that 
of the common dirt roads or post roads 
of the country. 

“This government has granted 159,- 
126,734 acres of the public domain to 
the railroads of the country to encour- 
age them in railway building. This 
acreage, at $10 per acre, would be and 
amount to an appropriation of §1,591,- 
267.3840 of the people's money. This 
was the granting away of homes for 
3,988,143 American families of 40 acres 
each. This was not for the benefit of 
all of the people and to remain their 
own, but was for the direct benefit 
of the railways, to become their private 
property, and for the indirect benefit 
of all the rest of us. 

‘Now, as there are . 40,628 rural 
routes in the United States.of approx- 
imately 24 miles each, we have a total! 
rural route or post road mileage of 
975,072. If the amount we have ap- 
propriated to railways in government 
ianu grants could have been expended 
on the post roads of this cOuntry in 
eonjunction with the states and mu- 
Ricipalities, every post road in this 


expenditure of $2,000 per mile and 


iwho would oppose 


bring happiness, intelligence, and pro- 
gress to the heart of every citizen 
who enjoyed its beneficial influences 
and effects. 

“This comparison must make those 
the improvement 
of roads cringe in their seats to ob- 
serve how they have been generous in 
the past with railways, which are pri- 
vate corporations, and how they are 
now practicing economy on those who 
are enttiled to liberalitp and fair treat- 
ment. To appropriate for post roads 
would n®t be passing public property 
into private hands, but placing it at 
the disposal of all, for the use of all, 
and the property of all always. 


Government Aid to Waterways. 


‘The government has aided the 
waterways of the country from time to 
time by the appropriation from the fed- 
eral treasury of $610,068,875.78, and this 
does not include the Panama canal, 
which has already cost $210,590,5628, 
‘and will, in the estimation of the presi- 
dent, cost $397,000,000 when completed. 
Neither does the first amount named 
include the appropriation for water- 
ways passed at this very congress for 
more than $42,000,000, and passed witi- 
out even &@ roll call or record vote. 


Public Buildings. 


“Tt is interesting to note that the 
government has expended for federal 
buildings throughott the country more 
than $150,000,000. Now, answering the 
charge further of its being too gigantic 
in character for the government to 
undertake, we readily observe that an 
expenditure of $2,000 per mile under 
the cooperative plan could be expend- 
ed on every post road in the country 
if this amount be appropriated each 
year ofr six and one-half years. 

“While it is true that we all rejoice 
to have government buildings in our 
towns and cities, and while the town 
that has them or can get them invar'!- 
ably wants to keep them and get them, 
respectively, still think of the thou- 
sands of villages and hamlets that can 
not expect to have them. Observe, in 
fairness, how the roads benefit all, 
while the erection of public buildings 
in a few cities benefit the cities that 
have them and do not even indirectly 
benefit the cities that do not have them. 
One is general in character, the other 
special. Both are desirable, Dut one 
more desirable by reason of being uni- 
versal: the other less desirable by 
reason of being special and not unt- 
forfn.”

When New Law Receives 
Taft’s Signature. 


— 


Opportunity Is to Be Afforded 
Those Who Are Ambitious to 
Reform--New System of Pen- 
ology Is Generally Favored 
Throughout Nation. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 21.—(Spectal.)—A 
federal parole law has passed each 
house of congress, and as soon as & 
conference committee has reconciled 
the differences in the two bills, the 
senate and house will pass the com- 
promise measure, ‘and it will go to the 
president for his signature, making 
eligible for parole 260 prisoners now 
confined in the three big penitentiaries 
maintained by Uncle Sam. 

Various restrictions are thrown 
about the granting of paroles, and a 
method its provided for, the rearrest 
of those found to have violated the 
terms of their parole agreement. Be- 
‘fore being eligible for parole, a pris- 
oner must have served one-third of a 
sentence for a longer term than one 
year, must not have been convicted for 
murder, rape, nor incest; nor have 
served a previous sentence in any pen- 
itentiary. 

An Incentive for Reformation. 

Thus it will be seen that the pent- 
tentiaries are not to be suddenly emp- 
tied of all their inmates. The object is 
to extend an opportunity to reform to 
those who are ambitious to reform. 
After: conviction and sentence have 
accomplished part of the necessary 
work of punishing offenders against 
the law, the parole bill will turn the 
same into an incentive to reform. 

The bill, which has just pessed the 
house, has the approval of the depart- 
ment of justice. In considering it, the 
house committee secured evidence 
from a large number of states which 
now have similar laws. The reports 
from the thirty states in which this 
new system of penalogy is tried are 
favorable to the plan. Senator Bacon 
‘introduced the bill in the senate and 
Representative Sterling in the house. 

One of the strong pofnts made in fa- 
vor of the bill is that it permits each 
prisoner to work out his own salva- 
tion; permits the extension of clem- 
ency to prisoners whose prison rec- 
ords and former lives do not entitle 
them to pardons. At the same time it 
carries out the principles of legal pun- 
ishment—to protect society by punish- 
ing the guilty, and at the same time 
reform the prisoner. 

2,500 Federal Prisoners. 

In the federal penitentiaries and 
state penitentiaries there are now 
about 2,500 federal prigpners. There is 
now no law under which they can be 
paroled. ‘ 

In the United States penitentiary at 
Atianta are 800 prisoners; at 
Leavenworth penitentiary there are 900 
prisoners, and at the penitentiary at 
McNefil’s island there are 100 prison- 
ers. In state prisons there are 360 

prisoners, and in state reform- 


concrete form of the 


atories 140 federal prisoners. It is the 
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prisoners as rapidly as possible from 
state penal institutions to the United 
States penitentiaries. 

When the bill which has just pass- 
ed the house bécomes a law. and men 


above mentioned, there 
transfer of prisoners from state pris- 
ons. In addition to being in line with 
enlightened legislation in thirty states, 
the ‘measure is defended as being in 
the interest of the public policy, and, 
furthermore, will be an economy for 
the government. 
Many Petty Offenders. 

That a greater percentage of in- 
mates of federal prisons are there 
for small offenses than is the case 
in state prisons was argued during the 
consideration of this bill in the house. 
The percentage is given at 57 for fed- 
eral prisons as opposed to 33 per cent 
in state prisons. The American Bar 
Association ten years ago investigated 
the parole system, and recommended 
that the principle be included in a 
federal law. 

The bill just passed by the house ex- 
empts life prisoners, and these serving 
sentences for murder in the first de- 
gree, rape, or incest; it exempts from 
its Operation those who have previous- 
ly served a term of more than one year 
in any prison. To be eligible for pa- 
role, a prisoner must have been sen- 
tenced for a term of greater length 
than one year, and have served one- 
third of his term. 

The board of parole is to be com- 
posed of the superintendent of pris- 
ons of the department of justice, the 
United States district judge for and a 
citizen living in the digtrict tin which 
the penitentia is located, the latter 
to be appoint by the attorney gen- 
eral. Federal parole boards shall serve 
without extra compensation, but shall 
receive their actual expenses while en- 


poe for the organization of the 
oard of parole, and for the selection 
of a parole officer for each one 
whose salary shall not exceed $1,560 
er annum. He shall serve as secre- 
ry of the board and help paroled 
prisoners secure employment. 
Remains Under Legal Custody. 

If the board is convinced that ap 
applicant for parole wil) not again 
violate the law, and that to send him 
out again among free men will not be 
incompatible with the welfare of so- 
ciety, they may let such applicant out 
on role on such terms and conditions 
44 y prescribe. While out on 
parole, hé still remains under the legal 
cust of the warden of the prison 
from which he was paroled. . 

The board is given authority to re- 
voke a parole agreement at dny time 
in its discretion, or to modify it in any 
way. en a parole is revoked the 
board is to issue an order to the 
warden to return the prisoner to close 
custody. The warden is to furnish all 
parol prisoners the usual gratuities, 
consisting of ciothing, $5 in money &nd 
transportation to such place as the 
prisoner bas eleafed to go, with the 
approval of the board. 

If a prisoner is lucky enough to live 
up to his parole agreement until the 
end of the term for which convicted, 
he goes free, but no further gratuities 
are extended him. , 

Federal prisoners sent state 
formatories in states whith have 
role laws are to be let out on 
same terms as state prisoners; the 
local state laws in such instances be- 
ing made part of the national law.
